Dear Mir. Learne: 


I have your letter of the 6th inetant, with 
reference to Indian Zdueation cheque ic. 6455, being a 
payment of $8,000 to the Preebyterian Chureh for the 
Round Lake Indian Reeidential School property which wae 
traneferred to the Crown. 


In reply I have to inform you that the 
Preebyterian Church, in liovember, 1922, euggeeted a 
nominal price of $10,000 or $12,000 for the chureh 
property at the echool. Ae wae explained on the voucher, 
the property conesieted of approximately 22 acree on which 
wae gituate the regidential echool, the barne and other 
outbuildinge. The buildinge alone represented an inveet- 
ment on the art of the Chureh of coneiderabl: more than 
either of theee figuree. ‘The land ie entirely in the 
valley and ie quite valuable. 


In the winter of 1925-24, a fire deetroyed 
the clageroom, which wae one of the outbuildince. I 
learned that ineurance, amounting to $2,0 0.00, wae paid 
to the Chureh authorities. I immediately eurreeted that 
thie amount be deducted from their loweet price and that 
the coneideration for the property be $8,000.00. I 
digcuseed the queetion with Mr. Commierioner Graham, who 
ie thoroughly familiar with the eituation, and he 
coneidered thie a fair adjuetment and a eatiefactory 
price.

I was present during the dinner hour and noted 
that the food aS ample and good food. The appearance

was altogether too much wa . At nearly every place there 
were large portions of meat, bread already buttered, pudding, 
etc. left over. ‘This waste was so general that I md to 
comment upon it. 


GENERAL 


I regret that the Principal was absent as I 
would have liked to direct his attention to the conditions as 
I found them. I am of the opinion that his staff have not 
hed the training or experience to enable them to carry on the 
work in the manner that it should be done at an institution 
of this kind.

STAFF Yhe Staff at this school con- 
sista of the Reve &.J.Ross, Principal; his wife,Senior 
teacher; Mrs. Margaret G.Starrell, Junior teacher; 
irs. Runachers, Matron; Miss Otthon, cook; Mrs.Carlyle 


laundress; Mrs. “oss, seamstress; A.Moss, Harmer. 


I visited this school on the 
22nd and found that both the Principal and his wife 
were absent in Ontario. Mrs. Ross had been called away 
a few days previous to my visit owing to the death of 


her father. 


Attendance. There were 76 pupils present, 
37 boys and 329 girls. ‘they looked fairly healthy but 


in all my experience 1 never before saw such patched up 


and ragged looking clothing as that worn by the boys. 


the girls had better clothing but appeared listless ane 


indifferent and had a frowsy look. They did not

present the alert cleanly appearance that we have @ 
right to expect in the pupils attending our residen- 
tial schools. 

In going through the school building 
I was appressed with an atmosphere of listlessness 
in everything and feel that the members of the staff 
with whom I came in a@ntact have not the qualifications 
necessary to manage an institution of this nature. 
I was fold that conditions were better when the Prin- 


cipal and his wife were at home, but surely their 


absence for as short a time should not disorganize 


the routine of the institution. 


Building. 4 separate building providing two 
classroums wes built last year. ‘his building is 40'x 
48' and is heated with hot air. whe classrooms are 
large, bright and cheerful looking. The ventilation 
is good and 1 am told that the pbuilding was quite 
comfortable during the winter months. 

Main Building Yhis building has been described So 
often that the Department are familiar with it. the 
exterior has not been painted since the building was 
repaired in 1922 and in consequence has a patchy 


appearance. 
The basement floor provides room for 


a kitchen dining room, leundry and furnace room. 1 
found the kitchen clean. ‘whe dining room looked untidy 


and 
ane. 
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showed a lack of orderliness. ‘The laundry also was not 
in a well kept condition. ‘their equipment consists of 
a large power washer, a hand mangle and four set tubs. 
he first floor provides an office, staff sitting room 
and two playrooms.e ‘he second floor, girls' dormitory 


and staff bedroom, and the attic provides the boys' 


are 
dormitory. Wash basins and sanitary closets, provided 


on each floor. 

vhe interior walls are not clean. 
The bathroom walls are badly splashed and dirty. 

whe girls' beds had white spreads on 
them and they looked clean. 

whe boys' dormitory on the third floor 
is on a par with the girls’ as regards condition. 

I noted that each pupil was provided 


with his or her own towel. 


Sewing Room Yhe sewing room and store rooms are 

in the old part of the building. the sewing room was 
tidy and the work I saw in this department was very good 
In the store rooms I found a large supply of new cloth- 
ing. ‘wo complete new outfits were being prepared for 
each pupil to take home for use during the holidays. 

‘The clothing in the store rooms seemed to be all jumbled 
up and the lack of orderliness was very evident in that 


department. 
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Water Supply 
yhe water supply is puiaped from the 


lake into a pressure tank. ‘whe supply is abundant but 

I noted that the pump is not in good wrking order. there 
is a broken cast iron washer in the pump head and it 
appeared to me that there was a loss of about 50% in 
efficiensy through leakage. ‘whe Principal supervises the 
care of the machinery and the need of a man who is com- 


petent to take proper care of this department is evident. 


Barm & Garden ir. A.Moss, a practical farmer, is 
in charge of the farm work. ‘heir crop consists of 
50 acres wheat, 60 acres oats, 60 acres barley, 25 acres 
green feed, 5 acres of potatoes and vegetables. ‘he 


farm work has been well done. An improvement was noted in 


this department. ‘they are well equipped with farm in- 


plements - excepting a drill and dise harrow which are 
stock. ‘they have 8 work horses, 50 head of cattle, 
3 brood sows and 21 other pigs. ‘hey are now milking 
12 cows among which are two pure bred Holsteins pur chased 
last fall. After providing for the calves there are about 
fifty quarts of milk per day available for the requirements 
of the school which appears to be ample. 

Yhe farm stock is in good con- 
dition and has a well cared for appearance. Apart from 
the Holsteins the cattle are mostly scrub Shorthorns.

accidents might happen, and so far as this office is concerned 
we would know nothing about it. it is not until the Inspector 
goes in that 1 find out the Principal is away and has left the 
.school in the hands of apparently incompetent help. At one 
me principals of schools were under the same Tegulations 
W Ais sth cx officers of the Department, and leave of absence 
was granted through the Department. 1 speak very strongly 
on this matter. Something will happen some day, and we should 
at least know where our principals are and whether they have 
authority for being away from their work.

Unily a short time ago our Inspector visited Fort 
Alexander school for the purpose of conferring with the 
Yrincipal regarding painting and repairs. ie found the 
Yrincipal absent. rhes ar t nl ases he re 
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Ottawa, September 8, 1925. 


Sir: 


I have your 504-11 of the 20th ultimo, with 
reference to principals of Indian residential schools 
abeonting themselves from duty without permission from the 
Department. It is the practice of principals to acquaint 
the local Indian office and of church authorities to inform 
the Department if a principal is to be away from his sohool 
for more than e few days during the academic year. There 
have been no complaints of late from any of cur officers in 
Canada, except yourself, in this connection and it may, 
therefore, be considered that the present arrangements are 
satisfactory in the main. 


It must be remembered that principals of Indian 
residentiel schoole are employees of the various churches 
more than of this Department and more discretion and tact 
must be exercised in the prescription of rules and 
regulations than if they were on the staff of the Department. 


The Department is not prepared to asx principals 
to acquaint us concerning absences during the holiday months 
of July and August. At this season, principals quite 
properly feel themselves more or less free from their more 
onerous duties; end as all @A@iresponsible gentlemen, I 
feel it can safely be left with them to make satisfactory 
arrangements for the management of the schoo.s during the 
vacation wees«s. 


If your office has in hand during the summer any 
activity which requires the presence of tae principal of a 
gohool, it would be well for you to acquaint nim with your 
planes and to ask that you be notiitied as to who will act 
as principal when he is not on duty.

Coumissioner Graham, of Regina, has reported somewhat 
unfavourably concerning the Round Lake Indian Residential 
School. It is reported thet the children are untidy and 
that the institution generally showed a lack of orderliness. 
I should be grateful if you would inform me if Rev. Mr. 
oss is giving satisfaction to the Church authorities and 
I should be pleased if you could make Suggestions concerning 
remedial measures. 


Our officers report that it would be advisable 
to have on the staff of thie school a man who is competent 
to care for the mechanical plant. I do not Suggest that 
an engineer be added to the staff, but I consider it 
necessary that one of the reguler workers is qualified to 
supervise the electric lighting and water supply systems. 


Please bring these questions to the attention of 
your organization and let me know if action leading towards 
more efficiency at this institution oan be taken.

I received your letter of the llth inst. re Round Lake 
School. 


AS Soon as Commissioner Graham promised us an extension 
to our School, we began increasing our attendance. The result was 
that in 1925 we hid the children but the extension was not built. 
We had to carry on with what accommodation and what conveniences 
we had, 


Then during my absence at the Assembly, Mrs. Ross' 
father died suddenly and she was called to Ontario. shile we 
were both away, the official visit was made, 


I discussed thoroughly with Commissioner Graham the report 
of this visit, having him call in the inspector that 1 could question 
him. the result was that I advised mrs. Clark ( you were away at the 
time) to replace me with some person who would ve in favor with the 
Commissioner. I had offended him by going away to the Assembly 
without asking his permission. I had offended him by trying to 
Save one of the officials he had dismissed. And then I had this 
very adverse report to contend with. I was afraid that Round Lake 
would suffer and thai the best way to help the school would be to 
get out. Mrs. Clark referred me to you. 


By this time the inspector had Spent another day with us 
and reported improvement, had made plans for the erection of three 
out-buildings, an ice-house, an implement shed and a poultry house, 
and had indicated to us that we were likely to get a lighting plant 
and also & large pressure tank for water. All these improvements 
have been made. The pressure tank is on the ground but not 
installed. I dusoussed with out matron the report as to the 
untidy condition of the children. She said they were wearing their 
Clothing, much of it, for the last time, (the visit was made in June 
just before the holidays) and that she gave them new clothing for 
going home. 


We have had a second man since December and he understands 
tue mechanical part of the plant. He bes been accustomed to 
electric lighting and steam heating in his own home. 


I have purposely refrained from writing you details of 
our work because 1 thought you were too busy. I shall ve only too 
glad to give you information at any time. 
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We are following a verg simple plan. We give the child 
what we think is best for him, and regardless of gost. For instance, 
tunis year we bought 25 barrels of the best Ontario apples. We give 
instructions, to the shoe manufacturer to give us the best article 
he makes having regard to the use to which we put it. We buy 
Sleighs and toboggans and skates for them in winter and balls and 
bats in summer. We are trying to carry out the Department's 
instructions not because it is their instructions, but because 
we believe it is best for the child. 


I came here at your request to help out a situation 
entirely different from what I imagined it to be. I want to remain 
just as long as 1 can help satisfactorily but no longer.

efficient and capable lady, but works all the time, wherees a 
matron could look after the condition of the building much 
better and do some disciplining. The lady in sewing room is 

not a teacher as she is kept busy patching and mending all the 
time. There is a ve ice Romanian women in the laundry, 

the wife of Louis the farm instructor, who is a servant, not 

a teacher. She is just learning the English language. 


The number of girls old enough to do any kind of heavy 
work is small as two at least are in the classroom all day. 


Mrs. Herron who assists Mrs. Ross would apoear quite 
Capable to take over the work in the school and direct the 
care of the children under the Principal.

Dear Dr. Manning: 


The Department has recently received a report 
from one of our inspectors, concerning conditions at the 
Round Lake Indian Residential Sehool, and I am satisfied 
some changes will have to be made before really successful 
work can be expected. Mr. Heron, the teacher in the junior 
Clagsroom, is without professional qualifications, and our 
inspector is doubtful of his ability to make progress. 
There is a very large class in the junior room and an 
expert primary teacher is required. The farm instructor 
appears to be a good mechanic and a firstclass farm hand, 
but is reported as wholly incapable of civing proper 
instruction to Indian boys. The stockman is a young 
Scotchman, who has had practically no previous experience 
with a mileh herd. The woman in charge of the laundry is 
now learning to speak English and, of course, cannot be a 
capable instructress. 


The report, on the whole, is rather discouraging 
and the Department is taking steps to effect some improve- 
ments in connection with the building and other physical 
equipment. It is the opinion of iir. Comsissioner Graham 
that some of the unsatisfactory conditions should huve been 
noticed and the necessary alterations made by the heverend 
Principal, himself. 


I believe the Rey. Mr. Ross could show much 
better results if he had an efficient staff under him and 
I should be grateful if you would take whatever steps are 
necessary to this end. 


I understand lir. and lirs. Koss live in the school 
building. You will remember that the Department purchased 
the Maclay residence for the use of the :rincipal.

Mr. Donald Heron belongs to tne very iinest type of young Cana- 
dian manhood ana the Indian boys and girle have had a great privilege in 
associating with hime But he nas, as you say, no normal training. I am 
theretore taking steps to put @ fully qumlified teacner in his place. it 
will likely take a month at least to make tne change. 


The young Scotchman who was looking aiter the siables was working 
under the direction of the farm instructor: This young man expects to 
leave in wwo weeks" time. 


Mrs. Louis Bartha has been working in the laundry under the close 
supervision oi our matron who reports that her work is very satisfactory. 
She is the wife of our farm instructor. But she does nov. speak English well. 
I have thereztore orfered the position to a young woman in Manitoba. 


Mr. Louis Bartha is in many ways the best all-round man we have 
had as iarm instructore He is industrious and thorough and prompt. He has 
been here now nearly a year and a half. At first he appeared to be diffident 
about exercising his authority over tne boys. That may be accounted for by 
tne vact that he was subordinate to Mr. Moss. He has however lost his diffi-~ 
dence and is making the boys toe the marke 


We very often employ an extra man or two in order to let all the 
boys have a half day in school. We think we have reached the stage where we 
should have two men permanentlye With this object in view, I have been in 
communication with some likely men and am now waiting a reply from an Ontario 
man who is highly recommended. 


Fear ot tire more than anytning else has kept us from enjoying the 
comforts of the home purchased for us by the Department. We have already 
extineuished two fires in the main building. These both took place, however, 


@uring the day. If it were not for the kindness of our staff in doubling up, 
two using the same room, we should be compelled to occupy the principal's re- 
sidence. 


Mrs. Hoss is gradually improving. ‘She was downstairs for the first 
time yesterday but we had to carry her back again. There are no fresh cases.

A departmental auditor visited the Round Lake Indian 
Residential School on the Sth ultimo and found considerable 
aifficulty in making a proper audit owing to the manner in 
which the books are kept. His remarks in this regard are, as 
follows: - 


"It should be mentioned that Mr. Ross lacks 
business experience and is not very methodical in 
recording the school business; no files or folders 
are used to keep vouchers, invoices or cancelled 
cheques, but they are scattered about in different 
drawers, baskets and parcels, and are not in order 
of date, consequently, to make a detailed audit for 
the fiscal year at this time was not considered."

"The Principal never balances the Bank Account 
or records outstanding cheques. During long periods 
when deposits are not made, he continues to issue 
cheques and, in order that the Bank account be not 
overdrawn, he 'phones the Bank to transfer a sum from 
his personal account to the Trust account to cover 
the cheques issued. xchange is hardly ever recorded, 
either on cheques paid or received, and, at present, 
there is an apparent surplus, presumably his own money, 
of $127.48. 

"If there was cash on hand at March 31st, then the 
surplus would be increased by such an amount, but ir. 
Ross does not remember whether he had cash on hand at 
that time and, when questioned, could not say how much 
the Trust accounts owed him. ‘Two Trust accounts are 
kept as shown on Bank Adjustment, one a Savings Account 
(in order to earn interest) and the other a Current 
Account, and when the latter becomes exhausted, he 
‘phones the Bank to transfer from the Savings A/C. 

"The entries of expenditures in the cash book are 
not made from the cheque stub or when the cheque is 
written but are entered the following month from the 
cancelled cheques when they are returned from the 
bank. In order to save storage and demurrage charges 
on supplies hauled by rail to Stockholm, the nearest

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rail point, Mr. Ross leaves a signed blank cheque 
with the Bank Manager to complete and pay the Railway 
Company, es tet he does not know the amount of 
that cheque until a much later date and there is a 
possibility of it being overlooked. 

"Apart from the question of thus handling Trust 
funds, I discussed at some length with Mr. Ross the 
advisability of changing his methods, and pointed out 
to him for his own protection that he should be more 
careful and give the books and records more of his 
time and attention. 1 also left him es memo outlining 
certain suggestions in regard to the keeping of the 
books, filing invoices and other documents, retaining 
copies of deposits or a deposit book, and the dis- 
continuance of transferring his own money to the 
frust accounts and leaving blank cheques signed with 4 
other people."

In his report for the month of May on the Round Lake 
School, Mr. Agent Ostrander comments, as follows: - 


"General management Very good but, in my opinion, 
too much of the Principal's time is taken up with work 
which should be the farm instructor's and the Principal 
does not have sufficient time to devote to the real 
work of a principal.” 


The Department trusts that the Home Missions Board 
will give early consideration to the above reports of our 
officers and it is hoped that the condition mentioned in our 
Agent's report will be remedied. 


It is desired, also, to direct your special attention 
to the last paragraph of our auditor's report. You will note 
that he left a memo with the Principal regarding bookkeeping 
methods and his suggestions should be carried out.

One of Mr. Ross's failings is he attempts too much himself. She 
is also going to take this matter up with him and get him to realize that 
he should do more brain work and less manuaj labor.

Madam, - 


I have your letter asking certain questions 
regarding the administration of an Indian residential 
school. I note that you have recently been appointed 
to the staff at our institution at Round lake. 


The per capita grant of $155 per annum is for 
the school's current expenses and the Principal mst be 
Prepared to give an account of the school's finances 
whenever requested by either the Department or the 
Missionary Society that is associated with us. The 
amount of the grant is determined by the average attend- 
ance. The school's books are not open to the public 
but, of course, may be shown by the Principal to any whom 
he wishes. 


It is the Department's intention that the half- 
day system be in use at all Indian residential schools, 
i. @., One-half day in the classroom and the other half in 
one of the vocational departments. 


The Indian Agent or the Principal of the school 
must secure the permission of the Department before formally 
admitting children. Those under the age of seven cannot be 
compelled to attend. The authorities of the school or the 
Department's representative may refuse holidays to pupils 
for disciplinary or other reasons if they consider it in the 
best interests of either the pupile or the school. A clase- 
room teacher in an Indian residential school must teach 
whatever children the Principal directs. He is responsible 
to the Department. A classroom teacher's work is under the 
supervision of the Principal of the school, of the Depart- 
ment's Agent or other representatives, and of the Provincial 
Public School Inspector who visits the classrooms at our 
schools at our request. 


In future, I believe it advisable for you to direct 
your questions to either the Principal himself or to the 
Indian Agent. Both are acquainted with the Department's

Dear Mr. Soaott:- 


I have the honour to enclose herewith 
\: report on the two Boarding Schools in the vCrooked 
\take Agency. This report was written by ur. Inspector 
% \Hamilton and the inspection took place between the 
yd 29th of August and the 6th instant. 


The report on the Cowessess School 
shows that everything at this institution is in first 
class shape and good work is being done. 


You will take notice of the Inspector's 
remarks regarding the readers that are being used at 
this institution. I am not prepared to say whether 
they should or should not be used. The Department 
should, however, be aware of this fact. 


The hog pen, which is needed, is provide 
Y for in the Estimates which have recently been submitte 


to the Department. 


I would particularly draw your attention 
to the Inspector's report on the Round Lake School. 


The repairs required in the classroom 
have been provided for in the Estimates which have been 
recently forwarded to Ottawa. 


I would draw your attention to the class 
of men that Mr. Ross has employed to assist in instructing 
the Indian boys how to become farmers and citizens. 

To me it is almost a joke, and the Department should 
insist, without delay, to have these men replaced and 
Duncan Ce. Scott, Esa., proper men 
Deputy Supt. General, 
Dept. of Indian Affairs, 
OTTAWA. 
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proper men put in their place. Giving supervision of 
this kind is doing the Indian more harm than good, 

and he would be better off if he had never been to 
school, so far as receiving instruction in agriculture 
and the care of animals is concerned. 1 would ask the 
Department to insist on this change being made at once. 
The general conditions of the farm appear to be very 
bad. 


There is also great room for a matron 
at this institution. 


This school has never been satisfactory, 
and I consider Mr. Ross a very bad manager and not the 
type of man who shonld be in charge of an Indian 
school. He might be saving money, but he is saving 
it at the expense of efficiency. 


i would also draw your attention to the 
way Mre & lirse Ross are living - in a little room 
overcrowded with their clothes. JI also wish to direct 
your attention to the picture lir. Hamilton paints 
of this man's desk. A poor example, indeed, to indians 
or to a staff. 


With regard to the suggestion that a new 
chimney be built, we would first have to ascertain 
whether the existing chimney is defective. The plumbing 
and drainage at this school hes always been unsatisfactory 
and @lways will be as long as Mr. Ross is there. 


I would also draw your attention to the 
unsatisfactory manner in which the Inspector found the 
fire apparatus, pressure tanks and pumps. I feel 
Satisfied that we are taking a great risk in having 
Mre Ross in charge of this school in view of the fact 
that he is so careless about 6verything. Anything that 
is broken about the place is let go until it is 
completely ruined. 


Authorit 
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Authority was granted to build a 
root house, it is true. The Principal has not taken 
advantage of this, and as there are very few roots 
around the place this year, I doubt whether it is 
needed. 


I would also draw your attention to 
the wages which lire. Ross pays to a Farming Instructor - 
$50.00 a month. He could not get an ordinary boy for 
this. The question is, are the Department going to 
go on paying out money for this kind of supervision. 
I would suggest that a change be made at once. I have 
always thought we could well afford to close this 
school up and take the children to the Brandon School 
where they would receive proper attention, mdical care 
and training. The United Church could establish a 
Mission at Round Lake and could look after their 
interests there, but the children could be sent on 
to Brandon. This should be seriously considered by 
the Church and the Department. 


I may say that I am in receipt of a 
letter from the Provincial Dept. of Public Health, 
complaining about the unsanitary manner in which 
Mre Ross kills his beef animals. This is a further 
proof that all I say regarding this man's incompetency 
to manage an institution of this kind is correct. 

He can Save money, but he cannot instruct Indians. 


I cannot recommend any alterations or 
repairs. The original building, which is joined on 
to the addition which was built a number of years ago, 
is unfit for school purposes.

Dear Mrs. Clark: 


I regret to inform you that there has been 
received a very unsatisfactory report concerning the 
Round Lake Indian Residential School. Principal Ross 
is trying to run the farm there and look after the 
mechanical plant, with very poor assistants. The 
result is that he has far too much to do, and I feel 
it is my duty to insist upon the appointment, without 
delay, of a properly qualified engineer. Suoeh an 
officer, in the summer time, could assist the farm 
instructor ané could take some duties in connection 
with the supervision of the boys. The water supply 
system, including protection from fire, the sewage 
disposal and machinery generally show the need of a 
competent man. Fire drill has not been practised 
regularly, and, at the time of our inspector's visit, 
one of the fire escapes was even partly detached fro: 
the wall. Of course, this condition of affairs cannot 
be allowed, and I kmow that you will take immediate 
steps. It is true that a competent man will demand a 
larger salary than Mr. Ross has been paying, but it 
Should be provided. 


Barly in the spring, a proper farm instructor 
should be appointed. It was reported that Mr. Bushnell 
is an inexperienced 014 Country boy, 20 years of age.

I am inclined 
to give serious consideration to this recommendation, 
but I shall be glad to hear from your Society in 
this connection.

Dear Sir:- 


I am addressing this letter to you in the 
interests of the children of the Round Lake Indian Residential 
School, Stockholm. 

In August of this year I was engaged as Junior 
teacher. On Nov. 8th I was dismissed by the principal, Rev. 

Re J- RosS, because of my “disloyalty” in writing to Dr. Barner, 
Toronto, the Superintendent of Indian Missions under the United 
Church, re conditions in the school which_ought not to exist. 
May I report to you the situation as I saw it-in my intimate 
association with the work for the past three months? It is 
difficult, however, to point out specific conditions that are 
outstandingly bad, as the entire administration under Mr. Ross 
is such that an atmosphere of suspicion, sordidness, and slack- 
ness exists throughout, due, I believe, to the indifference and 
inefficiency of the principal. 

I think, perhaps, the greatest lack from which 
the children suffer is the lack of a qualified and efficient 
matron, and farm-instructor. Mrs. Ross, who is Sr. teacher and 
who is in the school-room from 9.00 A.M. until at least 5.30 
P.M. each school day, is the head of the matron's department. 
From last autumn (1928) until May (1929) her mother was matron, 
nominally. From May until October there was none. In October, 
the farm instructor's wife was given the position. She is quite 
inexperienced and of the type who is quite willing to be sub- 
servient to Mrs. Ross, doing any task to which 3. Ross assigns 
her in any department. She has nothing to do with the clothing 
of the children, with supplies for her department, or with the 
assigning of tasks etc. The children need @ “"house-mother" who 
would be intimately in touch with their needs, both physical and 
otherwise, a woman with some vision and an understanding of 
Children, and in control of her deoartment. As Senior teacher, 
Mrs. Ross can not get time to act as matron, even if she had an 
understanding of their needs, which she certainly has not. The 
majority of the 78 pupils are young, 48 being in my department at 
school and so in Grades 1 and 11 only. Hence the need for a 
"house-motper" is greater. In all my 18 years experience as a 
teacher, I never had in my school a dirtier, e ill-clad - or 
more like-able - class of little folk. Yet, when I went to the 


- matron 
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matron to talk it over with her, she said she could do nothing 
without going to Mrs. Ross ahout it. 

I do not know much sbout the farm instructor's 
department. When I went there the office was held hy three 
young, ignorant, (very) immigrant boys, the oldest 22 years, 
two of them were dismissed shortly after and the other left on 
his own accord. They were most uncouth and illiterate and I 
know that there had been no other farm instructor for at least 
a@ year previous. The present farm instructor, an ex-gardener 
from Scotland, keeps the grounds, outhuildings, etc. very clean 
and neat, and makes @ good janitor. He is absolutely honest, a 
good man, and good to the children, but very illiterate. He 
too gets all his instructions from Mr. Ross regarding the farm 
work etc. Neither he nor the matron know anything shout the 
financial receipts or expenditures in their departments, of 
course. Knowing how very loath Mir. and Mrs. Ross are to spend 
money on clothing, fuel, supplies, repairs, etc. and how keen 
they are to increase the number of pupils attending (although 
ten girls are already sleeping double in the single beds of the 
girls' dormitory) and how little is raised on the farm, one 
cannot but suspect that there is a reason why the principal 
wishes to keep the control of all departments absolutely in his 
own hands. 

There are & great many things about the school 
that spell indifference and slackness and that make for unlovely 
and unsanitary conditions. In the boys' dormitory, bath room, 
neither of the two closets can be used, am open pail being used. 
They will not "flush", nor drain away and have not for months, 
so I tied them up to prevent their being used, as I supervised 
the children's work in that dormitory. The open pail has been 
in use for a year, but Mrs. Ross did not approve of my tying 
up the closets. She said, "What will the Nurse say when she 
comes around,” When not tied up, they look all right, you see. 
of the 5 basins, only I hes a plug and yet 26 boys wash. In 
the girls' dormitory (the “show" dormitory) the closets are 
almost equally bad. In the playroom lavatory, the single closet 
there has been completely out of commission for some weeks, all 
the children using the out-door closets in all weather, at all 
hours. No combs are ever provided in either playrooms. Dining 
room conditions are very unlovely. The children sit on »enches 
around bare tables, all their dishes being granite, “chipped” 
and ugly. A bowl of lard sits in the centre of each table. (no 
butter is ever used) - the lard is bought by the barrel) and the 
senior girls pass the bread around, carrying the big thick 
@lices piled in their hands or arms from table to table. The 
tea (@ cheap variety) is put on the table in big granite pitchers 
holding about a gallon. Only two tables (about 20 pupils) get 
milk. I do not «now that the children are underfed and I think 
they get considerable variety. I do not think the food is well 


chosen, and it i y kf 
» and it is most unattractively served. Breakfast always 
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@heans porridge, bread and lard and tea - nothing else. when 
I asked the cook why so little porridge for each child (about 
3 thsps) she said, "The children don't like it and hesides the 
pot isn't big enough to make more”, I do not wonder that they 
do notlike ite It is always “stone cold” when they get it, and 
badly made. fhe washing for the school (twice each week) is 
hung in the dining room to dry, from end to end. Children who 
leave Round Lake school will take away with them a very poor 
ideal of what &@ home should be. Of personal cleanliness and 
neatness they see very little. Of course, they get a bath and 
clean clothing once a week, but, after that, run wild for another 
week, with no one to care what they look like. Mr. Ross himself 
has complete charge of the foot-wear for both boys and girls, 
and he gives them the most ridiculous outfits. fhe little girls 
go teetering around in pumps with outlandish heels, or those old 
fashioned very high boots with high heels, sizes too large, or 
silly little sandals that won't stay on their feet - cheap lots 
that he buys for next to nothing, or second-hand misfits that 
come in bales. The boys have to wear theirsuntil they can 
scarcely keep their feet in them, with binder twine for laces, 
and garters, quite often. Of course, each child has a better 
outfit, the one he puts on for “church" and takes home with him 
at holiday time. To almost everything at Round Lake, there is 
the two sides, the side that goes in the report and that inspec- 
tors see, and the side that exists from day to day in the actual 
working out. 

The steff at the school find conditions so un- 
pleasant that they are constantly changing, especially if they 
are the better type of staff-member. The cook is leaving about 
the 30th of tnis month, and, when she leaves, only one member 
will he on the staff who has been there more than 3 months. 
Nothing is done to make it pleasant for the staff. We had to 
almost Fight to get the furnace going this fall. the staff sit- 
ting room is occupied by the farm instructor and his wife, as their 
ped-room. Mr. and Mrs. Ross sleep in the office, where he also 
keeps his store of apples, oranges, candy, etc. which he seals to 
the children (buys apples by the box and oranges by the crate and 
sells them at double the price, and more) No one ever gets any 
use of the radio excepting himself. The car or truck never 
leave the place except when he drives (even to haul supplies in 
or out) and he never invites the staff to accompany hime More 
often than not there is no water on either dormitory floor. (Mr. 
Ross has sole charge of the engine). 

Re the education which the children get in the 
school, I need say little. It is a secondary consideration with 
Mr. and Mrs. Ross, secondary always to getting the work done in 
and around the institution. ‘The children are in low grades for 
their years owing to the frequent change of teachers and the 
hiring of unqu&Aified teachers in the junior room. They leave 
the school usually in Grades 3 and 4, and when Senior Grade 2 


is reached, they are only half-day pupils. In the years since mr. 
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# ross has been principal, only one boy has gone through Grade 
Vlll and five girls. I believe that the school education that 
& child gets who leaves school in Grade 3 or 4 to go back to 
the reserve is almost of no use to him. He has just laid the 
foundations and builds nothing on them afterwards. 


Of the religious training which the children get 
from lire Ross, I shall say nothing beyond the fact that it is 
little - very little more than the formal observance of many 
customs (# the Family worship twice daily) prayers repeated in 
concert,, graces sung before and after meals, etc. He has no 
oversight over the children in any way. Mrs. Ross is the 
disciplinarian, and she is richt in her element there. 

Re the health of the children, I shall say little. 
There are several children needing medical attention, hut I sup- 
pose a nurse will report such. There was no nurse visited the 
school in the three months that TI was there. Dr. Allingham 
visited the school at more or less regular intervals, hut his 
visits were purely formal. He examines Only such cases as jirs. 
nOss takes to him. 

I am sorry that this report has grown so lengthy. 
It has heen most difficult to condenge it and still give you a 
true picture of things as they are. As I said 1 it is not

J.P.B. Ostrander, Indian Agent at 
Broadview, was in my office 4 short time ago, he drew my 
attention to the fact that Mr. Ross, the Principal at the 
Round Lake school, was still living in the main school build- 
ing, not having moved into the residence provided for him. 


In your letter of the 2nd March, 1928, dealing 
with a report of Inspector Hamilton on the two schools in the 
Grooked Lake Agency, you stated that you were hopeful that, with 
a proper staff, Mr. Ross would be able to move into the Meckay 
residence. This he had not done when Mr- Ostrander was here. 
When the Agent visited him and spoke to him on the sub ject, 
he offered reasons for living in the main building, and Mrs.-

I have your letter of the 19th instant, 
reporting on the circumstances in connection with 
the death of Percy Ochapowace, a pupil of the 
Round Lake Indian Residential School, who was 
frozen to death on the night of the 13th instant. 
It ie noted that this boy's death has been 
thoroughly investigated by the Coroner; the 
R. C. MK. Pe and yourself and that the Coroner 
decided no inquest was necessary. 


It is considered, however, that the 
Principal should have instituted an immediate 
search when it was discovered that the boy had 
left the school, more especially so in view of 
weather conditions. He should have informed the 
parents and yourself and instituted a search at 


once. The death of the boy, under the circum- 
stances, is much regretted, and I would request 
that you convey to the parents the Department's 
sympathy in their loss.

Ce, 
Barrister, Grenfell, Saske, requesting full invest~- 
igation regamling the circumstances in connection with 
the death of Percy Ochapowace, a pupil of the Round 
take Indian Residential School (Crooked Lake Agency -

Briefly - three boys absconded from the 
achool on the afternoon of the 15th instant. Two 
arrived safely at an indian's home, while the deceased, 
who separated from the other two, was frozen to death. 


The first intimation the Department re- 
ceived regarding the matter was a cosumunication from 
mr. 3d. BP. B. Cotrander, the local indian Agent - a copy 
of which ie attached. This gives very full information 
concerning the circumstances in connection with the 
boy's death. The A, ent etates the matter was thoroughly 
investigated by the Coroner, the Royal Canadian )ounted 
Police end himeelf, and that the Coroner decided, after 
the investigation, that no inquest was necessary. The 
report of the Royal Canadian bounted iolice is also 
attached. It will be noted that this report Gubstan- 
tiates the Agent's statement regarding the action taken 
by the Coroner. It will be noted, also, that the 
Coroner interviewed the boy's father before deciding an 
inquest was unnecessary.

Both of the above, of course, are subject 
to the present deduction of 15%. 


You will remember that a request was re- 
ceived for an increase in pupilage at Round Lake from 
75 to 80. In discussing the matter with you when you 
recently visited the Department, it was decided to 
leave the pupilage at the old figure of 75. 


For your information, I may add that provision 
is being made to increase the per capita rate at Round 
Lake to $165 from April lst, 1935. This rate will, of 
course, be subject to whatever deduction is provided in 
our estimates.

I have duly received your letter of the 6th inst., 
and regret that your Department does not see fit to have a 
thorough investigation into the facts surrounding the unfort- 
unate death of the above boy. As to the actual cause of the 
death, there is, od course, no dispute. Nevertheless, it would 
appear that all the facts should be investigated as to the 
circumstances surrounding the whole affair. The mere fact that 
it would appear that the officials at the Round Lake School 
knew nothing about the death of this boy until the Thursday 
following would indicate a laxity and culpability for which 
they should be held responsible. 


I am given to understand that when a student enters 
this school, the parents sign a document giving the School 
the custody and control of the child. In other words, the 
school is in the position of a guardian. However, it would 


appear that no good purpose can be served by going into the 
matter further. In the light of the circumstances and in- 
structions I have received there is no other course open than 
to communicate with the Honourable, the Attorney-General of 
this Province and lay the facts before him as submitted to me, 
asking him for the necessary order for a Coroner's enquiry.

I regret to have to report that Percy Ochapowace, a pupil 
of the Round Lake I. 3. School was frozen to death on the night 
of Sunday the 15th. instant. 

*his boy with two others ran away from school some time 
during the afternoon of the day in question and the Reverend Prin- 
cipal found he was missing about 5 p.m. The weather was extremely 
cold about 25 below zero and the roads were very bad. Soon after the 
boys left the school a blizzard bprung up and they made their way 
with great difficulty tp a point on the Ochapowace Aeserve about 
7 miles S.W. of the school reaching that: point abput 5 p.m.The boys 
then separated the deceased going south towards Ké* home and the 
other two travelling west towards their own homes. These two did 
not reach their homes that evening but arrived at the home of Alec 
Belenger anpther Ochapowace “eserve Indian about 6 p.m, in a state 
of exhaustion but not badly frozen. 

The deceased travelled about 1} mbles after he left the other 
boys and his body was found late Thursday evening (17th ) ina 
willow bluff about 2 of a mile from the nearest Indian home. He had 
apparehtly become exhausted and laid down and went to sleep and froze 
to death. 

The matter has been thoroughly investigated by the Coroner, 
the 2.C.M.P and myself and the Coroner decided no inquest was 
necessary. These three boys were last seen by a member of the school 
staff about 1.30 p.m. Spnday and were not missed until milking time 
about 5 p.m 

In view of the extremely cold weather and bad roads the Revd. 
Printipal would have been well advised to have an immediate search 
made as the boys tracks could have been followed in the snow but 
apparently as the boys ranged from 13 to 15 years of age he thought 
they would reach their homes in safety. He wrote me a letter dated 
14th. instant informing me that the boys were traunt and this letter 
reached me on the 18th. My first intimation that the boys were 
missing was by a telephone call to the R.C.M.P. at Broadview by the 
Ochapowace Reserve Farm Instructor on th morning of the 17th. The 
farm instructor had first been advised of the matter at 10 p.m. the 
previous evening. 

The information came to him in the following manner. The boy's 
elder brother Daniel Ochapowace happened to call on Alec Belanger 
at whose home the other two boys had arrived as previously mentioned 
and Selanger casually asked him if Percy had got home safely on 
Sunday evening. Daniel replied that no one at home had seen Percy and 
then Belanger told him about the three boys leaving school and the 
two that stopped at his house Sundeay night. Daniel immediately 
drove to all neighbouring Indian houses enquiring if anyone had seen 
the boy but without any results.He reported to the Farm +nustructor 
and search was immediately instituted. Immediately 1 received the 
telephone call on the 17th. I drove with the R.C.M.P. to Ochapowace 
Reserve and we organised a search with the result that at 5 p.m. 
that day the body was found frozen to death. 

As would be expected the father of deceased as well as other 
Indians who have children in this school are considerably upset anc 
are inclined to place the blame on the Revd. /rincipal for failing 
to have the boys immediately followed when it was found that they 
were missing and also for not taking steps to inform them and myself 
more promptly. When I asked the Revd, Principal why he had not

Ochapowace left the Indian School at Round Lake, 
Saske, to go to their hom-s. It was later learned 
from the farm instructor of Round Lake, that Gaddie 
and Wesacase had arvzived home, but thet Ochapowace 
had not been seen since he left the other two boys 
about four hours after they had left the Indian 
School, on January 15th. 


Qe On January 17th, members of this 
Force gathered together a number of the Indians 
and an organized search was made for Percy Ocha- 
powace, and his body was found in a clump of bushes 
frozen stiff. 


Se On the 18th January, the body of this 
boy was examined by the Coroner, who stated that death 
was due to exposure and freezing, and the remains were 
handed over to the boy's father.

During the past year the teachers of our school have been 
wondering what the attitude of the Government is towards Indian ed~ 
ueation. Do they consider that those who are capable of taking higher 
education should be given-evefy opportunity to do set Do they want the 
pupils encouraged to take advantage of their educational opportunities? 
Are they willing to stand behind the teacher who is making an effort 
to reise the standard of scholastic training among the Indians? If so, 
there are a few difficulties to which we would like to draw your 
attention. 


We feel that a half day at school, and no study periods outside 


cl tan ts NESS 


fehool hours is insufficient for those pupils in Grade Eight, wher Se  emmn 


they are faced with a Departmental exam. In this limited time, it ise 
almost impossible to cover the prescribed amount of work, let alone 
give gimme the amount of drill work needed to give them a thorough 
grasp of théir work. 

Experience has shown us that there are a number who are ¢ap< 
able of attaining high school etandard. For an example, in our own 
sehool during the past twelve years we have had eighteen successfully 
pass their grade eight exame (eleven with honors) One year there were 
seven in the grade eight chajee. All seven passed, and all seven passed 


with honors. This surely shows that the Indian children have the ability.

We feel that education is a very strong factor in raising the stan- 


dard om and the ideals on the reserves, and in aiding the Indian in 


becoming eventually self-supporting. We willingly admit the necessity of 
eduestion for our own race. If it is necessary for our own race with their 
background of civilization, how much more necessary is it for the Indian who 
has only the present from which to draw? Teachers in Indian sehools are faced 
with many difficulties that do not present themselves in white schools. 

Firet there is the half day already referred to. Although these pupils 
attend sehool but half the time they are expected to complete a full year'e 
work and paes exams set for the Inspectorate. Further more, as there is no 
time allowed for study periods outside of school hours, all the work must be 
done during this half time at school. As the pupil progresses in his grades 
the amount of work he must cover inoreases accordingly. Consequently it be- 
comes increasingly difficult for him to cover his perscribed amount of work 
inthis limited time. And by the time he hae reached grade eight it ie almost 
impossible to get over the work let alone teach it thoroughly. 

Then there is the matter of texts. The authorized Primer for this 
provinee is The Highroads To Reading Primer. But the Department do not su- 
pply these, They do offer two alternative Primers but, as these were not 
intended as preludes to The Highroade To Reading Readers,they are naturally 
not ae suitable. The work in the Highroade Primer has been carefully se- 
lected so that the child may easily make the transition form the Primer to 
the Grade One Reader, Why are theee not available for use in Indian Schools? 

We also consider that inspeetion by the Previneiel snapeetes just 


once a fear is not sufficient, and, as the teacher hae no access to a copy 


of the report he submitts she has no means of benefiting from his ecrit-

Then, too, there is no superannuation echeme for teachers in Indian 
achools. When a teacher with a provineial certificate assumes duties in a 
school under the Dominion Government she is cut off from the benefits of 


superannuation. Should she later return to a Provineial school she is given 
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no credit for time spent in that Dominion school. And in the case of 

Sask @provan, if she has been absent from a Provineial sehool for a per= 
iod of two years she loses all eredit for any years of previous teaching 
experience she may has had. Teachers can hardly be expected to remain 
permanently when they are thus penalized. And yet, permanent teachers are 
what Indian schools need for it takes time to adjuet yourself to the Indian 
pupil, and to the conditions prevaling in Indian schools. 

In view of the above facts we feel that teachers in Indian schools 
work under many difficulties and have many barriers to contend with. Is 
the Department sufficiently interested in Indian education to want the 
teacher to make every effort for better educational standing in spite of 
these difficulties? Or do they adopt the ‘laissez faire! attitude?

The Department is in receipt of your 
letter of the 23rd ultimo, enclosing letter received 
from Mrs. R. J. Ross, senior teacher at the Round Lake 
Indian Residential School. The Department cannot under- 
stand why Mrs. Ross writes as follows: 


“We feel that a half day at school, 
and no study periods outside school hours 
is insufficient for those pupils in Grade 
Eight." 


As far as the Department is aware, all 
Indian residential schools provide a study period, and the 
Department considers that the Principal of the Round Lake 
Residential School should make the same provigion, 


With reference to the Readers, the Depart- 
ment gave very careful consideration before —qeesing to 
supply the Pre Primer "Two Little Indians" and the Primer 


"Friends". It 18 felt that when a pupil has mastered 
these two books there should be no adiffioulty in proceeding 
to Book 1 of the “Highroads to Reading Series". 


Owing to the cost involved, the Department 
is not prepared to arrange for the provincial inspectors to 
visit Indian schools more than once a year. 


The Department has given consideration to 
the question of arranging for teachers in Indian schools 
to participate in the provincial teachers’ superannuation 
fund, but as this would involve a heavy expenditure on our 
part, due to the fact that we would have to make arrange- 
ments with each province in Canada, it has been found 
necessary to defer taking any action,

It is becoming increasingly 
evident that this cannot be done and that for many years, if 
the policy of residential school education is to be continued 
at all, such a school will have to be carried on at Round Lake.

The Department is in receipt of your letter of 
the 15th instant, with reference to Gladys Bear, Alice Bear 
and Agnes laysaywaysemat, pupils of the Hound Lake indian 
Residential School. If these girls have shown special 
aptitude for academic work, it is considered that they should 
be given every opportunity to pursue their studies. However, 
in the majority of cases, it is felt that it is preferable 
to devote the last year or two of their school life to work 
which will prepare them for looking after their homes. 


You appear to be under the impression that 
children must be discharged when they veach the age of 
Sixteen years. The Indian Act does not state this but it 
does provide that children can only be kept in a residential 
school after that age with the express permission of the 
superintendent General. “hen pupils attain the age of 
sixteen years and the Principal and yourself desire that they 
be kept for another year or so, the proper procedure is for 
you to write the Department requesting such permission and 
giving explicit reasons for making this request.

INDIAN SCHOOL HAS CHAMPION HOLSTEINS 


HE QU'APPELLE VALLEY in Saskat 

I chewan offers many picturesque spots 

to the traveller and the present site of 
the Round Lake Indian Residential Schoo! 
with its beautiful expanse of lake, its 
wooded slopes and tigh table lands, is one 
of the most pleasing. At this point: the 
valiey is much wider than it is farther 
west giving room for a number of up-to- 
date highly productive farms. The soil is 
of the finest and the climate is more tem: 
perate than it is up on the plains. 

A comparatively few years ago the voy 
ageur to this country would have probably 
encountered bands of Indians chasing buf 
faloes, Today he will find a bunch of 
Indian boys milkmg and taking care of a» 
herd of Holstein cattle which by its show 
ring performances has demonstrated itself 
to be one of the finest in Western Canada 
There is quite a difference between hunting 
buffalo and milking Holstein cows yet the 
Indian boys are making a good job of it 
under the watchful eye of Rev. R. J. Ross, 
Superintendent of the School 

The School was founded in 1884 by Dr 
H. McKay, « missionary sent out by the 
Woman's Missionary Society of Canada. 
Serving several groups of Indians in the 
Reserves which are’ found in the Qu‘Appelle 
Valley, northeast of Regina, the farm which 
ts connected with the Schoo! has gradually 
come to fill an important part in the Round 
Lake Mission to the Indians. 


Foundation From Strathmore 


In 1922 Dr. McKay retired and his place 
was taken by Rev. Mr. Ross, who brought 
the first two Holsteins into the herd in 
1924, when he purchased two pure bred 
heifers from the C.P.R. Farm at Strath- 
more, Alberta, Today there are 90 head of 
registered black afd whites at Round Lake, 
and today for the first time no other cattle 
are kept. About 50 gallons of milk are 
used daily and some of the children drink 

it five times daily 
The buildings of the school belong to the 
Department of Indian Affairs, and the 
School, the farm and the herd of Holsteins 
a all maintained by the Women's Mis- 
sionary Society of the United Church of 
Canada, The school is provided for the 
girls and boys of the Reserves in the dis- 
trict, Public school education, religious 
teaching, practical domestic science for the 
girls, and practical agriculture for the boys 
are on the curricula, ‘The experience gained 
at the school makes for better citizenship 
and wiser leadership when they later return 
to their homes on the Reservation.

Dear Mr. Ruston: 


I have for acknowledgment your lett-r of the 
llth instant, addressed to the Director of this Branch, 
Dr. McGill is at present absent from the office on holidays 
and is not likely to return for a couple of eks. In the 
meantime I am replying on his behalf. 


T want to thank you very heartily for your 
communication and for the Suggestions contained therein. 
At the same time I must express regret that you feel dis- 
posed to resign from the principalship of the school and 
enter the Army as a chaplain. It was my earnest hope, 
particularly after our personal interview of a few months 
ago, that you would be able to remain at Round Lake until 
we had worked out a worthwhile educational program, based 
on the establishment of an improved day school that micht 
embody the best features of our residential and day 
school programs, 


We certainly need young men in the Indian 
service, and when I speak of young men IT mean young men 
with the missionary Spirit and with deep-seated convictions 
in respect to the worthwhileness of the work in which they 
are engaged and young men with enthusiasm. 


I heartily agree with you when you state in the 
sixth paragraph of your letter that it has been the practice 
of both Church and State in the past to promote elderly men 
to positions of trust and responsibility as a kind of reward 
for services rendered. I agree with you also that this has 
had a tendency to arrest or delay necessary reforms, not 
only in this but in many other departments. lderly men, 
except in rare circumstances, do not readily sense or adjust 
themselves to changing conditions and, as you state, lack the 
more hopeful and buoyant attitude of younger men, 


I flatter myself that this condition, insofar as 
the Indian Affairs Bra nch is concerned, is a temporary one, 
In a very few years practically all the senior officials of 
this Bra neh will be Superannuated, and I am su ficiently 
optimistic to believe that younger men will be soucht out 
and brought into the Service, The need for young men in the 
field force is in my judgment particularly urzent. The field

Your suggestion that a commission be sent out 
every five years by the Department is one that does not 
eppeal to me. Governments in the past have never been 
particularly fortunate in the selection of men for such 
work, and I am convinced that such a commission could

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never take the place of well cualified and capable Indian 
agents and inspectors. Indeed the demand for such commis- 
sions usually arises in an attempt to correct conditions 
that cen only be corrected’ by the members of the permanent 
field steff. This succestion made by you, however, will 
be sent on to the officials at the Winister's office for 
their consideration. 


I was particularly interested in your reference 
to Mr. Doucet. Mr. Doucet has during the lest three years 
visited practically all the residential schools in the 
Dominion. In addition to this, he hes worked out a vocet- 
tonal course of study which covers a three year period, 

Tt is unnecessary to remind you, however, thet before this 
course of study can be adopted at a school with any hope 

of success, suitable classrooms ere recuired and also a 
certain amount of eculpment and a supply of carefully 
selected tools. ith the limited funds at our disposel and 
with the existing acute shortage of certain supplies, we 

have hesita ted to encourage the adoption of this course 

of study at schools unless requested to do so by the prin- 
@ipal and wntil we hed an assurance that at least one teacher 
with some training in vocational work was prepared to assume 
responsibility for the success of the work. You have at the 
present time only two teachers on vour staff and both of 
these ere girls. If, however, you feel that a start shovld 
be made in @ small way with vocational instruction for boys, 
we shall be glad to send forward to you a sussary of the 
first year's course. In the weantime, there is no reason 
whatever why girls should not be encouraged to undertake 
such work as the repnir and remodelling of discarded allitary 
Clothing and the knitting of socks, in addition to the work 
they now undertake in the kitchen and in the dormitories, 


May I embrace this opportunity to wish you « 
very Happy Christmas. It is my hope that the New Year will 
have in store for sll of us better times ond a more 
promising outlook.

I was greatly disturbed to learn that Yr. Huston 
was seriously thinking of abandoning his present position 
to enter the Army as a chaplain. Mr. Huston, who called 
at this office early in August of this year, is in my 
judgment one of the best qualified and one of the most 
promising principals in charge of any of our residential 
schools. Mr. Huston was born on an Ontario farm, took 
his high school course at Peterborough Collegiate Institute 
and took an Honours Course at Toronto University in Arts 
and a Theological Course at Victoria College, Toronto. 
Immediately following his graduation he volunteered for 
missio ary work t Nelson House, Manitoba. Ne is sti! 

@ man in s early thirties and his wife is a qualified 
nurse. He is just the type of man that we should retain 
in ovr service, If such men as Mr. Huston are permitted 
to leave the service, the outlook from the educational 
standpoint is in no sense promising. The Round Lake School 
which is established in the Crooked Lake Agency is, «8 vou 
know, in a deplorable condition. Mr. Huston is « young 
and agcressive type of individual and is too far advanced 
in his thinking along social end economic lines to receive 
much help or much encouragement from our field staff in 
that particular section of the country.

I wish to inform you that it has been brought to my attention 
that Mrs. George Gaddie, of the Cowessess Reserve, has a son by the 
name of Bruce who is attending the Round Lake School, and his mother 
informs me thet he is e rather sickly looking boy and puny. 


Last year he did something that displeased the Principal and 
as a result he received a strapping on the hand but the strap cut his 
arm and made it bleed, and the arm was black and blue up to the elbow. 
Again this year, I think on or about the 2lst of February, this boy 
received similar treatment from Mr. Huston and I understend thet 
John Stevenson, who lives nearby, was eat the school shortly afterwards 
and saw the boy's arm, which was swollen at that time. 


I want you to go down to the Round Lake School just as soon 
as you can get there, and I hope that will be before Sunday, to 
investigate the case thoroughly, and I would ask you to report your find- 
ings to this office in duplicate.

As requested in your above letter I 
visited Round Lake School yesterday and 
investigated the complaints of Mrs. Geo. Gaddie 
regarding mistreatment of her son Bruce. 


This boy is 14 yrs. of age, and while 
is puny and small for his age, he appears in 
good health. 


The strapping was administered to him 
for refusal to do his assigned morning chore, 
which was filling up the jacket heater, making 
up the furnace and sweeping up in the furnace 
room, in the mornings only. This was given 
him as a light job because of his size. He 
had neglected to do this work for 4 week and 
hence the punishment. When I examined him 
there were no signs of any marks, though the 
boy told me that his arms had been marked on 
the inside of his forearm from wrist to elbow. 
Mr. Huston stated that there was only 4 slight 
discolouring which is usual immediately efter 
a strapping. 


This boy, along with some others, was 
punished last year for going into the girls! 
dormitory. He stated that on that occasion 
his arm was black and the strap cut his wrist. 
The strap used is the regulation strap. 


As regards Mr. Osborne, the farming 
instructor, he does not appear to be very 
popular with the boys. A large number of the 
older boys used abusive and obscene language 
to hin. He had some trouble with Douglas 
Gaddie ( Bruce's brother) three or four months 
ago and wanted to resign but Mr. Huston persuaded 
him to stay.

This boy has received another 
strapping according to information received by Mra. Geddie, and 
this time his arm was all swollen up. 


In view of this I immediately asked Mr. Kerley to make 
an investigation in connection with the matter end I em ettaching 
herewith copy of my letter to him of the 3rd instant together with 
copy of his reply.

This makes me think of our own four Reserves where farming is the 
one means within the Reserves for the maintenance of life.When White people 
with ancestors whose farming experiences f£0 back for generations have among 
their number men who find no interest.or intentive to farm how can wé expec t 
an Indian population with only experience in hunting behind them to take to 
farming as 4 group.The child like mind of the Indian demands as a reward 
for his effort immediate and visible results.Nature almost always rewards 
the hunter that way.The farmer on the other hand has learned to wait and 
hope for the uncertain reward of the harvest.It is easy to see how the 
Indian accustomed to the one way would find little incentive to put forth 
his best as a farmer when the reward weems SO far away and so uncertain, 
What I am trving to say is that immediate and visible rewards provide for 
the child like mind a real incentive. 


This idea has caused me to ponder the wisdom of placing a factory 
or shop on Reserves similar to ours.The weekly pay envelope would provide 
the immediate and visible reward for effort expended and we hope,the 
incentive to continue,Not long ego I was in a small factory in a local 
town and the thought struck me that Indians could have performed every 
operation that was being done as readily as the whites.I take it that the 
Indian has a certain skill.The type of workshop or factory that would be 
placed on the reserve would have thet in mind.It could be managed by a Whit 
man serving under the Department in much the same capacity as the Agent. 


It seems to me that work of this type would provide employment 
for those with no desire or eptitude for farming.It could offer part time 
employment to the Farmer in need of ready cash.It would or could be a 
means of developing workers for @ similar type of work elsewhere.Surely in 
thes days when so many peace time industries are on war production it would 


be a cood time to start on a peace time product and build up 4 market befor ® 
post war competition becomes an issue.

It is my intention before long to work out on paper my ideas for 
the new school that will we hope be erected after the War.Recently I have 
been down lecturing in Winnipeg.I addressed seven audiences in three days. 
Everywhere I ¢o I spesk hopefully of the future among Indians because I 
believe there is a way of tackling our Indien work aggressively snd that 
the Department will after the war face the issue in real style.1i remain,

Dear Mr.Hoey: 

It has been my intention on several occasions to reply to your 
very considerate and helpful letter of December the twenty second written 
on behslf of Dr.Mc.Gill.I waited knowing thet time would eventually 
enable me to unravel and settle within my own mind the nroblem as to 
whether I should enlist as a Chaplain or remain at my present task.There 
seems to be at the present time a shortage of men to fill thet position, 
Indeed I would have been permitted to have remained at the school until 
June thirtieth so as to have eiven lhe Woman's Missione jociety 
sufficient opportunity to secure a successor.At long last after much 
debate I have decided to remain at my present post. 


In reading the last issue of The Beaver published by The Hudson 
Bay Company I was interested in the investigations made by Dr.Moore and 
his associates.,I knew well the country also the various types of maladies 
which they described.All resulting from the lack of proper nutrition.In 
my letter referred to above you may recall how I said to Dr.Mce.Gill that 
if one was looking for one word that would explain the condition of every 
phase of life on the average Indian Reserve one could find none more 
applicable than the word "Indifference".I then hastened to sav that 
proper diet and an edequate incentive would work wonders as a corrective. 
I am very glad to note that our Department of Indian Affairs is attacking 
this problem with cloves off and in a scientific way.I used to @ay to the 
Indians on the trail IfI had your grub box and you had mine I would be 
dead and you would be super men.Proper nutrition would remedy many of the 
illgthat afflict them and this should lead us to go still further and 
investigate the ways and means available by which a livlihood can be 
made, 

You may recall that when speaking of incentive I said it need 
not always express itself in attractive garb but at times it must be 
made,especially with Indians to take the form of compulsion.In other 
words I meant that when the ways and means of making a livlihood were 
found on 4 certain reserve to be adequate for the maintenance of life 
according to & decent standard of living that the Indian should be made 
to work.To-day there is plenty of work outside the Reserves being offered 
to Indians,yet ninety percent of those who could do otherwise live far 
below par because there is no inner or outer compulsion to make them lay 
hold on this special opportunity. 


When peace comes these opportunities will vanish and then the 
various reserves will have to have within their ovm boundaries the 
means for providing a livlihood,Surely the means must be made available 
and the Indian must be presented with an incentive that will call 
forth his co-operation,

I desire to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of March 16 and to thank you for the 
information contained therein. 


You will be interested to learn that 
Dr. Moore will visit Saskatchewan early in April 
‘and will deliver a lecture during his stay in 
Regina. If you have an opportunity to do so 
you might discuss with Dr. Moore the proposals 
you have in mind in respect to Indian welfare on 
the reserve lands adjoining your school. You 
might elso discuss the matter with your Indian 
agent and with Mr. Christianson. When you have 
had an opportunity to take part in these discussions 
I should like to hear from you again.

Indian Affeirs Branch, Department of Mines & Resources, OTTAWA. 
I wish to inform you that on my return from White 
Bear Reserve this week I called at the Round Lake Indian Residential 
School. There are 78 children in resiience there and I must say 
that these children looked very well; in fact they all looked fine 
Round Lake and seemed very happy. I arrived there just before lunch end as 
Residential 
School the staff est in the children's dining room also I had an opportunity 
of seeing whet the children were getting for lunch. The food they 


were eating seemed to be well prepared end ample and the children 


certainly liked it. 


The school building, as you know, is old in the first 
pluce and hes been added to repeatedly. I wes in one dormitory on 
the second floor and this was in very good shape and the beds were 
all in good order also, but I did not go up to the other dormitory 
as it is on the third floor and I am not very fond of climbing stairs. 
Mr. Huston informed me that during the holiday some work would be 
done on the interior of the plece, such as painting, kalsomining, 
etc. There are also floors to be put down in the two play rooms. 


They heve the material there. 


The outbuildings end --- 
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The outbuildings and barns are in the same shepe es the 
main building, old and dilapitated. However, there is one barn that 
seems to be in fair shape. The grounds are well kept and 3500 trees 
have been put in this Spring. There are three small buildings on the 
East side of the School. These are used for fuel end wood. They are 
in a terribly dilapitated condition. Whenever this can be erranged 
these should ibetorn down end ea new fuel storage erected.

We have your letter of June 22 with reference 
to the insurability of employees of Indian Residential 
Schools. We note that a specific case has arisen in the 
case of the school at Round Lake. 


The letter, from which you quote two paragraphs, 
written by the Rev. George Dorey, Associate Secretary of 
the Board of Home Missions of the United Church of Canada, 
indicates that Mr. Dorey is under a misunderstanding 
regarding the insurability of Government employees. It 
is not correct to say that the Dominion Government does 
not insure its employees. As you are aware, all employees 
of the Dominion Government within the insurable classes are 
insured unless their employment is certified to be permanent 
in character, 


This privilege of certifying as to permanency 
does not extend to private employers, such as churches. 
Churches are, however, considered to be charitable institu- 
tions, and exception is, therefore, granted to employees 
of a church under the provisions of paragraph (g) of Part 
II of the First Schedule to the act. 


The question of insurability of employees of 
the Indian Residential Schools seems to depend, consequently, 
on who is in fact the employer, the Dominion Government 
or one of the churches.

I may say in this connection that when Mrs. Loveys was 
at the Round Lake School recently I mentioned to her that I 
had been informed that this petition was circulating, but that 
I had not yet received it. I know nothing particular against 
Mrs. Linton, and I believe she is fairly successful in the class- 
room. I believe that perhaps she is rather strict with the 
children, and the strap is too much in evidence. I mentioned this 
to Mrs. Loveys and she, in turn, mentioned it to Mrs. Linton. 
Mrs. Loveys afterwards informed me that Mrs. Linton stated that 
she does not punish the children, and that any necessary punishment 
of the children is done by Reverend Mr. Card, the Principal. I 
cannot argue this point, but I doubf very much that he imposes 
much punishment on the children. In any case, I think Mr. Clarke 
will tell you that there was a strap on display in M Linton's 
room on one of his visits. If she does not use it for punishment 
at least she keeps it on display as a threat of punishment, which 
does not promote harmony in the classroom.

I do not feel inclined to recommend the removal of 
Mrs. Linton as I believe that many of the difficulties at the 
Round Lake School will be overcome if Reverend Mr. Card retires 
and an efficient Principal is placed in charge. I understand that

Re: - Round Lake Residential School 
Dear Mr. Graham:- 


I have the honour to submit herewith a 
report of an examination of the books at the above 
school, which I visited May 12th., while at the 
Crooked Lake Agency. 


You will recall that I had some difficulty 
on previous visits in preparing a statement of the 
School's affairs owing to the poor book-keeping and lack 
of system in filing invoices or cancelled cheques, etc. 
Much the same conditions prevail at present, so a detailed 
audit was not attempted, but the Bank Pass Book was 
examined, a few invoices and cheques, and also the synoptic 
cash book. 


Certain suggestions and recommendations which 
I made last year to the Principal, Rev. R.J.Ross, had 
been complied with, regarding the balancing of Bank A/c's 
and the school cash book. The book had been written up 
to March 3lst. only, and some of the totals and entries 
were in pencil and others in ink. Two Bank Accounts are 
kept, a8 previously reported - one a Current Trust A/c, 
and the other a Savinge A/c, and transfers take place from 
one Account to the other as funds are depleted. The 
Principal sometimes draws a personal cheque on the Trust 
Account in error, and then adjusts it by either paying 
cash or drawing another cheque, necessitating more book 
entries which inflates the "miscellaneous" column. Mr. 
Ross apparently dislikes doing the office work, does not 
file anything methodically or have any uniform system and 
cannot get anyone to help him or do it for him. 


No statement had been prepared for the 
fiscal year, or sent the Department, so I compiled the 
attached statement from the cash book totals covering 
the year. The items may differ somewhat in their 
classifications, but the totals were balanced. A 
detailed audit would have taken several days. 


Total Revenue appears to have been 
$17,757.74. The proceeds from Farm & Garden include 
large quantities of meat sold to Indians, and I under- 
stand some beef and pork was also traded for fuel wood, 
which accounts for the large supply on hand, and the 
heavy expense of $2,002.75 under “Expenditures” for 
"Fuel & Light". About 800 loads of wood were purchased 


-and there is- 
W. M. Graham, Esq., 


Indian Commissioner, 
Regina, Sask. 
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and there is considerably more than a year's supply on 
hand at present. Clothing, tobacco, candies and 
confectionery are also sold to adult Indians and the 
children, and the revenue recorded. 


The item of “collections & donations" 
includes collections at church services and concerts, 
and is disbursed under “miscellaneous"® to the Church 
societies, which inflates that item under expense. 


Under 'Expenditures', the salaries exceed 
half of the per capita gran and the list of staff and 


t 
salaries at present totals $6,540.00. 


The clothing item is low, $704.92, as I 
believe most of the clothing is supplied by the Church 
authorities, but some, as above mentioned, is sold to 
Indians, 


The “Farm & Garden" item is very high, 
$5,275.89, but includes a carload of feeder cattle 
purchased last year and wintered up to the present in 
the hope of selling at better prices and realizing a 
higher price for grain indirectly. However, if the 
original price were considered, together with cost of 
feed to date, and the present price of the cattle, it 
would appear as if a considerable loss will result. 


Thies item aleo includes a grinder $400.00, 
(not all paid for),for crushing grain, a cultivator, 
truck expenses, hay and feed for cattle, the purchase of 
a bull, and pedigreed calves. 


The Principal informed me that he had at 
present 80 head of cattle (more than the total pupilage), 
13 horses, 34 pigs, and 50 poultry. About 200 bushels 
of potatoes were raised last year, but a poor garden 
crop and insufficient root vegetables for the School's 
requirements were grown. 


Compared with the previous year the cost 
of operations is slightly less, and would have been 
considerably less if such large amounts of money had not 
been invested in cattle and other livestock, as well as 
wood. A certain amount of food from the Farm and Garden 
has, of course, been consumed by the children and staff, 
so this item would be greater if an estimate were made 
and added to the actual food cost.

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be noted that last year $56.63 was obtained from Bank interest. 


The "Cost of Operation" statement also shows 
proportionate reductions compared with the figures previously 
submitted. Salaries have been reduced by over $430.00 and the 
Principal informed me that he had been sdvised from his Head- 
quarters in Toronto that, effective January lst next, there 
would have to be a further reduction of 15% from the salaries 
of the Staff. ; 


Under the item of "Farm and Garden” expenses 
$1,150.00 is included which was payment for farm lands pur- 
chased from the Canadian Pacific Railway. These pay men ts 
were made in settlement throughout the year and it will be 
necessary to erect approximately six miles of new fence, for 
which the Principal will pay from the grant. 


New seats have been installed in the Chapel at 
an expense of $163.60, which is included in the item of 
"Wiscellaneous Expense". Also included in that same item 
is the sum of $435.00, remitted to the Church Authorities and 
which appears as a receipt under the heading of "Collections 
from Staff for Church funds", ané part of the proceeds from 
the sale of candies etc. 


Last year the crop returns included 1,400 
bushels of wheat, 1,500 bushels of oats, approximately 40 tons 
of barley and green feed, and 250 bushels of potatoes, which 
quantity was insufficient for school requirements, so the 
necessary purchases increased the food item to some extent. 
However there were ample roots and vegetables obtained. 


The livestock at present includes 80 head of 
cattle, 50 of which are pure bred and registered; 15 horses; 
11 hogs; and about 50 poultry. 


I questioned the necessity of having 80 head 
of cattle on hand, although perhaps it does not come within 
my jurisdiction to do 80- However 80 head of cattle for a 
pupilage of 75 children appears to me excessive, as there is 
the necessity of furnishing ample feed for such & number and 
it entails extra work upon the older boys. MThe Prine ipal 
informed me that 4 Holstein cow which he had and which had 
obtained first prize at the yorkton Fair had been valued by 
the Saskatchewan LiveStock Commissioner at approximately 
g1,000.00. Mr. Ross was of the opinion that,if he could 
obtain an offer of that sum at the Regina Exhibition, he 
would probably sell and the proceeds would be credited to 
the school funds. 

Crop prospects at present are very good. All 
of the school lands are in or adjacent to the gu'Appelle 
Valley and it is estimated that about 200 tons of green feed 
will be obtained this year compared to about 40 obtained last 
year. 


Wr. Ross takes a very keen interest in the

For the previous 
fiscal year the Farm and Garden Revenue of $657.45 included sale 
of grain $152.20, cattle and pigs $378.58, milk, butter and eggs 
$164.00, The latter sales were to a C. G, I, T. camp which locates 
near the school each summer, and at a time when mest of the pu- 
pils are away on their vacation. 


For.the year 1933=34 revenue under the heading of 
Donations and Sundry refunds consists of $381.92 contributed by 
the school staff to Churoh Missions and the balance sundry re- 
funds by the staff for purchases made on their behaif from school 
funds. The donations were remitted quarterly by cheque to the officer 
in charge of the Mission Fund for the United Church, such cheques 
being included in Expenditures under the heading Miscellaneous. 


During the year 1934-35 the method of account- 
ing for donations was changed, and instead of paying salaries in 
full and accepting their donations, deductions of such donations 
are now made at quarterly periods and only the net salary paid to 
the staff. A separate cheque is issued to the Mission Fund and 
is charged to saleries. As a result the revenue under the head- 
ing Donations and Sundry refunds for 1934-35 consists of $89.16 
collected from the staff before accounting procedure changed, 
$154.25 for sale of potatoes purchased for the school and later 
found to be surplus to requirements, $63.75 for refund of Provin- 
cial gasoline tax covering twelve months to March Slet 1934, 


The Expenditure items are shown comparatively 
for the two years, and for the most part appear normal. The small 
clothing item of $406. 26 is due to the school receiving a quant- 
ity of second hand clothing from the W.M,.8. 1n1933. 


During the year 1933-34 the school had a quant- 
ity of fuel on hand, cut from their own land, while in the year 
1934=35 most of the fuel had to be purchased. 


As to the Farm & Garden expense of $2,743.01 in 
1933=34 the chef item: contained therein was the purchase of a sec- 
tion of pasture and wood land for $1,200.00, Purchase of implements 
cost $109.00; hay and feed $267.00; purchase of and registering of 
cattle $238.10. 

During the past @iecal year $1,643.75 was spent 
for feed and seed, as the crops last year were very poor, the school 
having to buy most of their hay and feed. Livestock purchases a- 
mounted to $415.30. 


For the year 1933=34 ented, vee employed at the 
school, as the harvest crop that year was exceptionally heavy, but 
jast fall the crops were very light, This accounts for the larger 
expehse of $714.95 when compared to {75.20 spent in 1934=35. 


The costs of operation statement 5 is based 
on an expenditure of $15,776.90 in the year 193334 and an average 
attendance of 76 pupils; the costs for 1934-35 on an expenditure 
of $16,880.56 and an average attendance of 75 pupils. Increases ap=- 
pear in the cost of clothing, the smaller expense in the former 
year was due to the donation of clothing as before mentioned. 


On statement No. 3 is listed the members of 
the staff, their occupations and salaries 4s at May lst 1935. 


The Principal informed me that the livestock 
at the school consisted of 80 cows and calves; 19 horses; 15 pigs; 
and about 50 poultry.

The Round Lake Indian Residential School has, I 
understand, been under the management of the Woman's Mission- 
ary Society of the former Presbyterian Church. 


The W.M.S. of the United Church, into which the var- 
ious Women's Missionary Societies of the uniting churches have 
been merged, is pressing for a forty foot extension to the main 
building of the Round Lake School. 


The statement submitted to me is to the effect that 
there are at least twenty children of school age on the reserves 
served by the School for which there is no accommodation in the 
present building. The proposed extension would provide more dor- 
mitory space and also more room in the dining room, and it is al- 
so desirable that there should be at least ene more staff room 
for an engineer. ‘The laundry could be enlarged by this extension 
and @ proper sewing room provided. The kitchen could be placed 
in the basement of the new building and the present kitchen used 
as a store-room. It is also hoped that by this extension a small 
dispensary and a couple of rooms for sick children could be made 
available.

I beg to enclose herewith a report on the 
two Residential Schools in the Crooked Lake Agency, which were 
inspectéd by Mr. Inspector Hamilton during the latter part of 
January and the first week of February. 


Round Lake School 
i The work in the Senior classroom at this school 
seems to be progressing favourably, but I agree with the Inspector 
that we should have a better qualified teacher for the Junior 
room. 


It is pleasing to note that the dormitories were 
clean and well aired. It is regrettable, however, that there is 
not a separate room in which to nurse cases of sickness. This 
difficulty will be overcome when the new addition is built to the 
school. As you are aware, there is an item of $15,000.00 in the 
Estimates for this purpose. 


A new barn is needed at this school, and this 
matter has been under consideration for some time now. There is 
a small item in the Estimates for repairs to the buildings, but 
not sufficient to do all that is necessary. 


With regard to the staff, I cannot say that I 
agree with the Inspector that these people are too old to carry 
on the work successfully. The Inspeetor is of the opinion that 
the mechanic should be a Canadian,or British born. However, I 
do not know that we can interfere very much in a matter of this 
kind if a man does his work well.

Shortly after-the Round Lake Indian Residential 
School was acquired by this Department, the per capita grant 
was reduced from $165 to $140. The payments are made to 
the Missionary Society in Toronto and the Rev. Principal of 
the school was unaware of the lower rate for several months. 
The school was in @ solvent position financially and he 
continued to make replacements and repairs, without asking 
for the Department's assistance. Such action is to be 
commended, but the lower per capita grant has left the 
school with a small deficit. 


The Rev. Principal has asked that the Department 
reimburse him for certain expenditure that could quite 
properly not be charged to the per capita grant, and, in 
view of the unusual circumstances, I wish to recommend that

I am advised by Mr. J.P.8.Ostrander, 

Indian Agent at Broadview, that the play rooms 
at the Round Lake Residential School are unfit to 
be used in cold weather as they cannot de ke pt warm 
énough, éven with full steam turned on, and consequent- 
ly are useless when needed most. Two small steam 
radiators are provided in each of the two play rooms. 
He Suggests that if these four were installed together 
in one room and two larger ones purchased for the 
other, there would then be sufficient heat. The 
school would do the work of installation if the 

partment would provide the radiators, and I have 
ascertained that the latter could be procured at a 
cost of approximately $100.00, plus carriage to 
Stockholm. I would recommend making the change 
Suggested. I shall be glad if the Department will 
grant the necessary authority. 


The Agent reports further in connection 
with this school that the old cattle barn could be 
Serviceably converted into a hog pen at a cost of 
about $50.00 for material. As a hog pen would be 
useful and the cost would be small, I would recommend 
the inourring of the expenditure mentioned.

Dear Mr. Graham: 


I have your 304-11 of the 16th ultimo, with 
reference to Mr. Inspector Hamilton's report on the 
schools of the Crooked Leake Agency. I have written to 
the United Church authorities, asking them to take steps 
to provide a proper staff at the Round Lake Indian 
Residential School. 


Please make arrangements to install a stand 
pipe in the Round Lake School, for fire protection, and 
arrange for more satisfactory exits to the fire escapes, 
as recoumended in your letter and in the Inspector's 
report. Kev. Mir. Ross should see that there are more 
regular fire drills. Four 5 gallon fire extinguishers 
are being ordered by the Department. 


Instruct Mr. Ross that Mr. Hamilton's advice 
in connection with a a4rying room should be followed. The 
clothes should not be hung up in the dining room. You 
may purchase cement and heavy timbers for a root house at 
this school. Ask Mr. koss to be responsible for the 
labour. This last mentioned improvement should be 
effected as soon as weather conditions permit. 


You may supply two doors leading from the play- 
rooms, and, if you consider the walls in this part of 
the building require renewing, you micht let me have an 
estimate of the cost. Instruct lir. Koss that classroom 
exercises should not last until 5 o'clock in the evening. 
1.30 to 4 o'elock is the recognized period, wit) a 15 
minute recess. 


I am hopeful that, with a proper stafi, ar. 
Ross will be able to move into the Laclay residence, ana 


this will permit of inereased dormitory accomodation, 
which evidently is needed.

The Principal of the Round Lake school 
has requested kalsomine for the halls, dormitories, 
office and staff bedrooms of the school. About 60 
packages are required at a cost of 55¢ per package. 


The floor in the front hall is in bad 
shape and hard to keep clean. It is suggested that if 
it is not the intention of the vepartment tw repair this 
floor, a heavry linoleum should be put down over the 
whole floor, which would greatly improve the appearance 
of the front entrance. It will require about 200 square 
feet for this purpose. 


he floar in the sewing-room is in very bad 
shape and the girls are continually getting splinters in 
their hands when scrubbing. As this is in the old part 
of the building 1 presume the vVevsartment would not be in 
favour of putting down a new floor, but something should 
be done and I would suggest that a cheap linoleum would 
overcome the difficulty for the time. where is about 
500 square feet to cover. 


Paint is required for the wood-work of the 
Jlay-rooms, halls and office. About 5 gals. will be 
sufficient. 


I beg to enquire whether this material should 
be paid for out of the school grant or by the vepartment. 
In any case, the repairs asked for are badly needed and 
should be done, and I would be glad to receive your inst- 
ructions.

I beg to inform you that: the Gh.pe g 
engine that was installed at the Round Lake Indian 
Residential School in 1924 is reported to be in bad shape, 
in fact beyond repair. The jacket was cracked, and the 
mechanic who went down there to overhaul the engine states 
that the block is so badly worn it would be a waste of 
money to repair the engine without getting a new block, 


The reason advanced for the short life of this 
engine is that it was always overworked. The Agent states 
he visited the school for the purpose of seeing for himself 
if it could not be used for a time. While he was there 
it was started and ran for a time, whén a bolt came out of 
a connecting-rod bearing, with the’ result that the piston 
was broken and the connecting-—rod bent. 


A new engine will have to be supplied, and 
I may say there is no doubt in my mind that this machinery 
has been in incompetent hands, and, a8 has been the case 
at many other places, the Department is called upon to pay 
for this inefficiency. The engine that is required will 
cost $219.20 and I should be glad to have your instructions 
in the matter. oo

Inspector Hamilton's Report on the Schools in the 
Crooked Lake Agency. 


Dear Mr. Graham:- 

I have the honour to submit the following 
report on the schools in the Crooked Lake Agency, inspected 
while at the Agency between February 17th and 28th, 1930. 
ROUND LAKE INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL 

The classroom in charge of Mrs. Ross has 
the senior grades, which are arranged as follows:-

The children were clean and neatly dressed, 
and I found the classroom to be well ventilated. The 
children are making progress in their various grades, and 
I believe Mrs. Ross to be a capable teacher. The discipline 
is excellent. 

The junior room is now in charge of Miss 
Stromgrem, who, I understand, is a qualified teacher with 
Some years of experience. The grades are arranged as

The children of this room have been 
unfortunate during the past few years in having several 
changes in teachers, consecuently progress has peen slow. 

Previous to Miss Stromgrem, Mise Afflick 
was in charge for a couple of months and made excellent 
progress, so the children got away to a good start. I am 
pleased to say Miss Stromgrem, who has taken over t he 
work from which Miss Afflick was discharged, is doing 
splendid work, and 1 would expect the junior grades to 
show marked advancement under her supervision. The 
children were clean and neatly dressed. 

The classrooms need to be kalsomined and 
painted. At present the walls are very dark and the room 
has a gloomy appearance. The floors have never been oiled 
and when swept the dust is very bad. The outside of this 
building needs to be re-painted. 

The girl's dormitory was bright, clean and 
well sired. I would again point out thet it is over- 
crowded, and I found that in several cases two girls were 
obliged to sleep in a Single bed. The dormitory will not 
accommodate any further space for beds. 

The boys' dormitory was also well aired, 
clean and all beds nicely made. 

The work in the sewing room, laundry and 
kitchen is all carried on under supervision, and the work 
is well done. 

Fire drill is observed, and the children 
are familiar with their duties in respect to it. A small 
fire occurred in the girls' washroom & few days ago, but 
was located in time. I found that the fire extinguisher 


used was still unfilled and drew the Principal's attention 


to it. 
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3 
to ite I would again mention that 1 found no water pressure 
throughout the building, but Mr. Ross explained thet the 
boy who attended to the matter was away hevling hay. it is 
etrange thet my visits should happen on days when the 
pressure is off. I am inclined to believe it is off most 
of the time and this is 4 serious matter. The Reverend 
Principal purchased a 3 H.P. engine after the other one 
became useless, but I doubt if it is large enough. The o14 
engine was a 5 H.P. one, and I continually had complaints 
that it was too small. Again I wonld point out the weak 
condition of the belts used. These are worn out and should 
pe replaced as they are bound to give way just at a time 
when most needed. 

The dining room is again in use as a drying 
room. Lines are fastened to the ceiling and the clothes 
hung above the children's tables. The place hed the smell 
of a laundry rather than a dining room. 

The floor in the boys' and girls' playroom 
is badly worn and in places is almost through. 1 doubt if 
this floor can be made to last for another year. 

The Mackay house is still empty and 
Mr. & Urs. Rose reside in the school. The office used as 
their apartment was in a more tidy condition than when I 
last inspected the place. 

The barns and outbuildings I found to be 
clean and tidy. 

The new Farming Instructor, Mr. A. Young, 
is a man 50 yrs. of age, and I believe is a good worker 
and understands farming. He is 4 man who will be respected 
and should have no difficulty in handling the boys.

The laundry matron, Miss North, is a good 
officer and her work is satisfactory. 

The sewing matron is lirs. Friedlien, but 
I understand her appointment is only temporary as she 
lives near the school and must return home before spring 
opens up. 

The kitchen matron, Miss H. Reider, was to 
arrive March lst from Winnipeg. I have known Miss Reider 
for some years, and as she has had previous experience in 
this line of work, I would expect her to do good work. 

Mrs. Ae Young, the Farming Instructor's 
wife, is acting matron. She is perhaps physically fit to do 
the work, but she certainly does not assert herself as 
matron of an institution. 

In closing, I wish to point out the marked 
improvement in the physical condition of the children. 1 
was delighted to see the boys and girls in such splendid 
health, and I have no doubt they receive sufficient wholesome 
food. The meals served while I was at the school were nicely 


prepared and there appeared ample for all.

Dear Mr. Sco t; 


I am enclosing herewith a report on the 
schools in the Crooked Lake Agency, which were inspected by 
Mr, Hamilton last month. 


There has no doubt been a great improve- 
ment at the Round Lake School since the last inspection, which 
is pleasing. With reference to the Inspector's remarks about 
the matter of interior decorating for the classrooms, there is 
an amount of $700.00 in the Estimates to cover this and I think 
the work should be done during the summer vacation, With rerard 
to the overcrowding in the girls' dormitory, this should be 
attended to. It seems to me that the sufplus of Protestant 
children on this reserve should be sent on to the Brandon School. 
It is certainly a mistake to have two children sleeping in a 
Single bed. You will note what the Inspector says regarding 
the lack of water pressure throughout the building. It seems ye 
to me the time has arrived when the Department should spend some 
money for the purpose of putting a proper water system in this 
school. 


The work at the Cowessess School appears 
to be satisfactory. The fire protection system at this school

is in good shape, the Department having spent considerable money 
this year putting everything around the institution in first- oo

I phoned you this morning saying that I 
would be in Regina today, but I was called out on other bus- 
iness and was unable to get there so I am going to send you 
& list of material for the Broadview Reserve school which I 
was out to see on uesday. ‘the fault which I find in the 
pressure tank is that it is not pumping any air and is using 
just a straight water pressure which I will tend to when TI go 
down. Looking over the rest of the plumbing which they showed 
me I find that the following material is required:- 


1 cistern pump (pump must he fitted for 13" Pipe as this is 

what the old pump is which is broke) 
There is 6 lavatories in the school and there is only one 
of them workigg. They require. 

ball valves complete 

rubber tank halls 

Spud rubber washers 

- 2" rubber fittings washers. 

Closet seats (these seats are zone all together ) 

- 14" nickel plated sink hib 

pair hath taps 

- 13" unions 


The ashestos covering on the hoiler which was tore off some 

time ago was never put on again and it will take 3 sacks of as- 
bestos plaster. The hoiler has set fire to the ceiling hetween 
the floors which might he caused from a loose brick in the 
chimney. I will examine the chimney thoroughly when I am their. 


On the kitchen range which they told me ahout just as I was 
coming away so I went and had a look at it. I took the name 
and number of the stove on a separate piece of paper and lost 
it. I rememher the number of the stove was 49-52. It isa 
McClary Range which has two fire hoxes. If they can not make 
sure of the stove hy the number I will get it for them. 


The stove requires:- 


1 only water front 

1 set of grates 

1 back lining 

1 front and back lining for same stove. 
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While I was out at the school there was a suggestion 
made that the flush tanks on the lavatories should be 
fitted with @ clasp and lock to srevent the children 
from getting in to them, which I dont think would be of 
any use because they might break the covers if this was 
done. ‘hey asked me if I would mention this to yous 50 
you can just suit yourself about the matter. 


I was talking to the man down there and he said that 

he would help me with the work and it will take from 
three to four days for one man. 

Hoping that this will prove to your entire satisfaction.

A few days ago I received a letter from the 
Agent in charge at Broadview, stating that the front sill of 
the Principal's residence at the Round Lake school had rotted 
away. He intimated that it would not be possible to determine 
what the cost of remedying this condition would be until the 
actual repair work was set in motion. I wrote him in reply, 
asking whether the Principal was occupying the residence, and 
have received an answer to say that he is, but, instead of 
expending money on repairing the foundation, makes the extrav- 
agant request to have the building moved one hundred feet nearer 
the main building. This, in my opinion, is altogether an un- 
necessary expenditure. It would make no material difference 
in case of fire, the possibility of which Mr- Ross is continually 
harping on as his reason for wishing to spend the night in the 
main building. As the Agent points out, this would entail the 
expenditure of a great deal more money than is desirable or 
necessary. In the first place a new foundation would have to 
be built at a cost of about $300.00; the moving of it hased on 
the figures of a man who was questioned would he $400.00; and, 
owing to the condition of the plaster, it would probably he 
ruined during the process of moving and entail a further expendi- 
ture of $200.00 to replace it. ‘Thus, this thoughtless whim of 
the Principal would involve a sum of about $900.00, and T do 
not purpose to recommend the suggested moving of the building. 


Between $100.00 and $200.00 might have to be 
gfspended in repairs to the sill, and, if the Department will 
authorize a more closer investigation to determine what may be 
necessary and the expenditure of the amount mentioned, I will 
have the work proceeded with.

In connection with the fire equipment at 
this school, I wish to inform you that 6 - 5 gallon pump 
tank extinguishers were ordered from your firm four years’ 
ago, and our Agent states 4t wee found, upon a recent 
examination, that three of these have rusted until they 
are leaking and useless and the other three will also 
soon be useless for the same reason. We are not aware 
whether theee extinguishers have received proper care 
from the etaff, although definite inetructione are 
4seued from time to time regarding the keeping of the 
extincuishers in mood condition. It ie conaidered that 
the life of an extinguisher of the type mentioned should 
exceed four years, and I would like to have your opinion 
relative to the length of time the 5 galion pump tank 
type would be serviceable, with proper care.

TI am 4n receipt of a letter from the Indian agent 
at Broadview, advising me that the well at the xound Lake 
Residential school now fails to supply water for requirements. 
It was sunk on the shore of the lake and the water level 
being very low, there is consequently no seepage into the well 
notwithstanding that recently it was dug a foot deeper and 
the pump line lowered ahout nine inches. Quick sand has 
filled the hottom of the well and as this is drawn into the 
cylinder of the pump it wears out the pump leather. some 
steps must be taken to secure an adequate water supply, 4s 
at present there is not sufficient in the storage tank for 
fire protection. the agent on a former occasion drew atten- 
tion to @ spring in the hill on the opposite side of the 
lake, and now draws attention to it again as a surer source 
of supply, pointing out also that it is situated high enous 
up the hill to enable the water to he piped to the school hy 
gravity. jhis would be an expensive undertaking as it is 
three quarters of a mile distant. If this supply were 
tapped, it would be necessary to build a reservoir at the 
spring and cover it tightly to keep out contamination. In 
his earlier letter, the Agent suggests that the cost would 
he prohably g2,500.00. I do not know whether this is 4 
careful estimate, hut the suggestion should he given con- 
sideration,as many wells have heen sunk in the iicinity of 
the school without securine a permanent supply, and in the 
lone run the expenditure of this sum might prc less costly. 


TI shall he glad to have the views of the Depaftment 
on the subject and instructions to take the necessary steps 
to furnish an adequate water supply for this school. -rompt 
action should he taken.

I am today in receipt of a letter from 
our Agent at Broadview (Crooked Lake Agency), in 
which he informs me that the set of batteries in 
use with the lighting plant at the Round Lake 
Indian Residential School, supplied more than six 
years ago, is now completely worn out and will have 
to be replaced. 


I have taken this matter up with the Delco 
Light people here who inform me that a 16 Cell, 32 Volt 
160 A.H. Delco-Light Standard Battery will cost the 
Department $160.82, including freight to Stockholm. 
This is a discount of 20% on factory list. 


I would recommend that I be instructed to 
make the purchase from the Delco light people as they 
have supplied us with many batteries and are on the 
preferred list.

Dear Mr. Graham: 

I beg to submit the following report on the 
schools of the Crooked Lake Agency, inspected between Jan- 
uary llth and 26th, 1932. 

ROUND LAKE INDIAN RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL,- 

The Senior room is in charge of Mrs. Ross, 
and the grade range from 4 to 8. The roll calls for 35, 
and the register shows good attendance. 

The children are bright, responsive and 
appear well along in their respective grades. They were 
well dressed and neat in personal appearance. 

Miss Stromgren is in charge of the junior 
room with 34 enrolled. The grades range from 1 to 3, and 
I found the children bright and attentive. Mis Stromgren 
is a qualified teacher, and her manner and personality 
quickly win the confidence of the little one. The class 
room was well aired, tidy and clean. 

The girls' dormitory is bright and the windows 
are so arranged that plenty of fresh air is at all times 
available. The beds were all neatly made, and the bedding 
clean. The girls are provided with night gowns. This 
dormitory, as pointed out in a previous report, is over-

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crowded, and in five beds two sleep in a bed. The beds are 
&ll single and consequently this arrangement is very unsat- 
isfactory. At present there are 46 girls housed in the 
dormitory. 

The boys sleep on the top floor, and as there 
are only 30 in attendance they have plenty of room. The 
beds were neatly made and the bedding clean. 

Both dormitories I found to be tidy and exceed- 
ingly clean. No doors leading to the fire escapes are locked. 

The kitchen is now in charge of Miss North who 
is rendering excellent service. The meals are well cooked, 
tasty and nicely served. Miss North has a good manner with 
the girls, and her department, although one of the hardest, 
is well managed. 

The meals served are as follows: 

Breakfast - Porridge every day except Sunday. 

Sunday - Corn-flakes or puffed rice; brown and 

white bread, butter and milk. 

Dinner ~- Potetoes, meat or fish, bread, desert 

varies - puddings,stewed fruits, Sunday - Pie 

or tarts; milk always. 

Supper - varies - Baked beans,fried or baked 

potatoes ,macaroni and tomatoew or cheese. Soup 

is sometimes served; also cold meats and eggs. 

Stewed fruit is served, Cake four times a week, 

raisin buns twice, and cookies once. Jelly is 

served on Sunday. Bread & butter and milk always. 
The girls are taught bread making; also butter making. 

Miss McLeod is matron in charge of the laundry. 
At the time of my visit she was on leave due to sickness. The 
laundry is small, badly cramped and is poorly ventilated. In 


cold weather the drying of the clothes is a big problem as no 


drying room is provided, which necessitates hanging the 


clothes in the 
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clothes in the children's dining room, and in a vacant 
room in the old building. 

The sewing room is supervised by Miss Donnelly, 
and is in the old building. The place is cold and drafty, 
necessitating a box stove to be used in order to keep it fit 
to work in. The old building is in poor shape and the plas- 
ter is ready to fall from the ceiling in several places. An 
attempt to take any of it down would perheps result in most 
of the ceiling plaster falling, so that up to the vresent 
nothing has been done. This old wing is past repairing and as 
it now exists is a real fire trap. 

The playrooms were clean and tidy, tut the 
floors are practically worn through and very rough. New 
floors are needed, 

The building throughout was in the best condition 
I have been privileged to see it, and I believe this is largely 
due to the close supervision of the matron, Mrs. Therien. She 
has only been at the school a few months, but appears to have 
the work well in hand and she is respected both by the staff 
and children, 

The plumbing throughout the school was in work- 
ing order and the boiler room clean. Mr. Sinclair, who is 
in charge of this work appears to be a fair mechanic and I 
believe is réndering good service. 

Fire drill is observed regularly and the children 
get out in less than two minutes. Extinguishers are placed in 
prominent places throughout the building and the fire hose are 
in good repair. The fire escape on the front of the boys' 
dormitory leads out over a sloping ledge of the roof, which 
in & rush might easily be the cause of an accident. A small 
platform on which the boys could stép out would improve condi- 


tions, especially in case of the small children. 


The water supply 


f 
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The water supply would be of little help should a fire occur. 
At present by careful management a fair pressure is maintained, 
but I understand that before the Christmas holidays even this 
could not be accomplished. Should the lake return to its 
normal level the difficulty would be overcome, but if the 

dry seasons continue it might be necessary to extend the in- 
take further into the lake. 

These children all go home for Christmas holidays 
and I found that several were late returning: some a day, 
others three or four days. This holiday breaks in on the 
year's work, entails a thorough cleaning of the children on 
their return and often is the cause of Sickness. The Prin- 
cipal stated he would willingly give Christmas dinner to all 
the parents rather than dismiss the children. A number of 
the parents at the Assiniboine Agency stated they did not 
wish the children to come home, but when some came it was 
hard to refuse the others. Since the holidays two or three 
run-aways have occurred, the only apparent cause being that 
the children were homesick after the holiday. 

The cattle I found in good condition. These 
cattle are all tested for T.B. and are free of the disease, 
The school appears to have plenty of milk, and it is served 
at all the meals. The barns and outbuildings were tidy. The 
girls as well as the boys are taucht milking. 

The root cellar was completed last fall and 
Should serve splendidly in the keeping of vercetables. It is 
dug out of the bank, lined with lumber, and covered by poles, 
straw and eatth. The front is well protected and double doors 
are used at the entrance. A carload of potatoes were shipped 
in by the Principal and were in good condition, 

The poultry house is now in use. Mr. Ross has 


secured some very fine Barred Rock birds and has now a good 


start for next 
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start for next year. 

Hay is purchased from the Indians and it is 
heuled down a very steep hill to the valley where the school 
is situated. Mr. Ross has been warned not to allow the boys 
to drive loads of hav down this hill as the road is narrow 
and upsetting might mean a drop of anything from 40 to 100 
feet. In spite of this the Indians complain that it still 
goes on, and thet the boys are allowed to ride down. I in- 
structed Mr. Ross that he should not allow the boys to drive 
down or even ride on the load. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ross now reside in the residence 


Supplied, and Mrs. Therien apparently assumes the duties of 


matron. 

At present this school has one pupil over the 
allotted number, making 76, and I learned that 18 of these 
pupils are from the Assiniboine Agency. In visiting the 
Indian homes on the Crooked Lake Agency I found that a num- 
ber of children of school age are not in residence, The 
parents claim there is no room and are unwilling to send them 
to any other school. The Assiniboine Agency children might 
be accomodated in another United Church school in September, 
thus allowing plenty of room at Round Lake for all of the 
Crooked Lake pupils: This would be placing no hardship 
either on the parents or children, as already they are away

The building 
ie old and ig difficult to keep at the proper temperature. 
With reference to the Inspector's remarks regarding the 
floors in the playrooms, there is an item of $300.00 in the 
Estimates to re-floor these rooms, but I question whether 
this amount will be sufficient.

Conditions at the Cowessess Indian Residential 
School are reported to be good, which, of course, is 
Pleasing. There is nothing in connection with this school 
which requires any special comment from me.

Regarding the fire escape on the front 
of the boys' dormitory, I have to request that 
you will arrange to have a smal) platform erected, 
in order to prevent accident. It is noted, from 
the Inspector's report, that this fire escape leads 
out over a sloping ledge of the roof and that the 
erection of a small platform, on which the boys 
could step out, would improve conditions. It is 
thought that the school suthorities would be able 
to arrange to do this work if any material required 
were supplied. The Department will leave this 
matter in your hands, to see that the condition 
regarding the present exit to the fire escape is

\ When Wr. J.D.Sutherland visited the Round Lake 
Residential School recently hie attention was drawn to the 
condition of the floors in the two playrooms and he requested 
me to obtain prices on the different kinds of flooring for 
consideration by the Department. Below I have given the 
total floor area to be covered and the approximate cost of 
the different kinds of flooring; 


1500 feet to be covered, this will require the following quantities; 


3 in. e.g. fir flooring, WO. 1 quality, 2000 ft. $120.00 ~ 
13/16 X XG 1Z in. maple flooring, No. 1 quality, 

2144 ft. -. 275.00 
13/16 X 1 in. plain oak flooring, No. 1 quality, 

2144 ft. -- 395.00 


While hardwood flooring would no doubt make a 
much better job and would wear longer, I do not know that the 
extra cost a8 compared with fir flooring is justified. I have 
no doubt that fir flooring, if well laid, would last nearly ten 
yeare and the building in which the flooring is to be laid will 
certainly not last 20 years, therefore it would seem that it 
would not be wise to spend the extra money required for hardwood. 


The above prices are for material only, the school 
suthorities could take care of the latour of laying the floor. 


Regarding teaver board for the walls of these rooms, 
I would say that the cost would be avproximately $40.00"to cover the 
walle allthe way sround to a height of 4 feet. material for cup boards 
in these rooms would cost approximately $60.00. ‘Therefore the total 
cost of material for floors, walls and cuptoards would be avproximately 
$220.00, using fir flooring, or $375.00 using maple flooring.

I am in receipt of a letter from Indian Agent 
Ostrander concerning the qestion of the water supply at the 
Round Leke Indian Residential School. 


As you gre no doubt aware, an adequete supply of 
sui table "ied “always been 4 matter of di fficulty at this school. 
The present supply is being obtained from the lake. ‘here is a 
spring north of the school. A sample of the water from this spring 
had been submitted for analysis and the report is that it is very 
satisfactory to use for drinking purposes. The Reverend Principal, 
Mr. H. J. Ross, is anxious to have this water piped to the school. 


the distance from the spring to the school is 3600 
feet. It would require thet number of feet of 2" pipe which costs 
36¢ per foot, and the other necessary pipe, elbows, untons etc. 
would amount to approximately $50.00. Mr. Ross states that the 
school would arrange performance of any work which could be done 
with the trector of team, but the digging and laying of the pipe 
would entail a great deal of work. It is estimated that the whole 
project could be completed for about ¥2,000.00. 


If the pipe were laid at a sufficient depth to 
safeguard it from frost, the project if carried out should solve 
the question of a water supply for some years and should not 
necessitate much outlay for up-keep as the spring is considerably 
higher than the school and I think there would be sufficient 
pressure by natural gravity to insure that no pumping machinery 
would be necessary. 


As the question has been brought 6 my attention, I 
am submitting same to you for consideration.

With reffBrence to your letter 108-1-5 of the 6th. 
instant I have to advise that I have had Mr. W. G, Foster of Whitewoo 
visit the Round Lake School and go over the heating plant. 

He informs me that a complete set of grates and necessary 
supports installedwill cost $153.00. 

This is a very large horizontal type wood burning furnace 
and 16 grates are necessary. 

The actual time required for the labour in installing 
the grates does not amount to much but the nearest competent 
person resides at Whitewood a distance of 18 miles from the 
school and at least 2 or possibly 3 trips will be necessary 
and with bad roads at this time of the year this has to be 
considered. 

I would like tp point out in this connection that the 
matter is very urgent as they are having considerable diffi« 
culty in keeping the building warm enough during the colder 
weather, 

In view of this urgency I would be glad to have the 
authprity for this expenditure by telegram if possible.

I have] to report that the Principal of Round Lake t 
School reported to me that the washing machine at his school 
is completely worn out and unfit for further use and requested 
me to wire the Department for authority to purchase a new one. 


I visited the school and found that the machine was in a 
very poor condition and not fit for further use. I however had 
the same patched up to do temporarily. The wood in this machine 
has rotted out and as a result it is almost impossible to get 
screws or bolts in that will hold it together. 


I have taken up with Mr. Foster of Thitewood who has 

recently done some repairs at that school and he has forwarded 
to me a cutting of a washing machine which I am enclosing and 
his letter states as follows:- 
" Please find enclosed a cut of the Yanadian Acme Washer which

Dear Doctor McGill: 


Our Commission which is making a survey 
of Indian Education, has reached Calgary, and I am 
taking advantage of Mr. Christianson's kindness to 
send you a note. 


When we got to Round Lake we discovered 
that the grant for Nightwatchman had been cancelled 
for the five summer months: I would like to point 
out that in my opinion this is a very serious mis= 
take. The United Church has two schools which re- 
quire a Nightwatchman the year round -- Norway House 
and Round Lakee We have had four incipient fires at 
Round Lake and three at Norway House in the five 
years that I have been associated with the Board of 
Home Missions, and in no single case did the fire 
originate in the furnace room. In so far as Round 
Lake is concerned there would be very little hope 
of getting the children out with the stairs and 
other facilities which are available, if the fire 
had gained any headway. We have some other schools 
which receive a grant for Nightwatchmen, which are 
practically fire-proof and have adequate fire excapes, 
but in these two instances I feel that a general rule 
has been made to apply, and that it should be rect- 
ified at once.

In connection with ciroular letter dated 
February 10 regarding fire protection at Indian Residential 
Schools Reverend R. i. Ross, Principal of the Round Lake 
Residential School, writes as follows: 


“Our supply of water comes from a well 
situated a short distance from Round Lake just where the 
Qu'Anpelle River flows out of the lake. ‘The water seens 
throurh the sand which acts as a natural filter. During 
the past winter no water flowed out of the lake. The 
result was that the well filled slowly. Sometimes we had 
only enouch for our ordinary needs. 


"When the digrers were sinking the well, they 
encountered quick sand and were not able to make the well 
as deep as they had intended. TI see no other way of getting 
a greater supply of water from this well, a supply sufficient 
at all times for the fire hoses should the need arise to use 
them, except by enlarging the diameter of the well. 


"I think this work should be done by next 
fall and that the cost, if the work is done by local well- 
diegers, should not exceed fifty dollars. " 


Please let me know if you consider it would 
be advisable to comply with Mr. Ross's suggestion. At the 
same time you should state if the work ean be done for the 
amount he mentions.

It is with respect to the fire hazard at night in 
four of our Schools. They are Sandy Bay, Man., Round Lake 
and Cowessess of Broadview, Sask., and lastly and é8pecially 
Hobbema, Alta. In any of these institutions, should I sleep 
there, I always have the flash-light, overcoat, socks and 
gloves available and prepared for a sudden dive into the 
winter night. This fear in these four places certainly has 
not become an obsession but it has started to bother my 
conscience. 


I know how foolish it would be in these hard times 
to imagine that funds are available for proper reconstruction. 
But is it not possible to get proper escape apparatus installed. 
Every second for evacuation time must be conserved. I am not 
frightened so much of the flames at night but I am fearful 
of the superheated gases developing and flooding the halls. 
Only a partial lung-ful of this and a person is out. All the 
fire fighting equipment possible will not avail such a case. 
That was my experience years ago at the Royal Victoria in 
Montreal when we had that terrible movie fire which took so 
many children. It was not the flames, as I recollect, none 
were even scorched. 


My belief is that this problem can be solved in 
preparing proper escapes. Iced poles of iron, narrow snow or 


ice filled metal stairs on the outside possibly open to a 
wall of flames from some window it passes will only add to 
the panic at night. Poor lighting over these meager affairs 
will not assist. 


The panic in the children when a real fire does 
break will be stupendous. The stoical Indian in such case 
is a figment on the part of certain popular authors. 


Dont be sore at me, Phil., as I am prepared to lay 
a two to one bet up to 10 bucks that in case of such an 
eventuality in any of the four, happening in winter between 
ten at night and fur in the morning, the mortality will 


exceed 
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thirty per cent. 


The ideal thing would be an inspection of each 
by an officer, like the Chief of the Montreal brigade, 
who has had plenty of experience dealihg with such instit- 
utional hazards. His first consideration would be to figure 
the route the fire and gases would take so that adequate 
methods and routes of escape can be instituted. Steel fire 
doors would undoubtedly be installed on each floor above 
the first. Steel tower-like escapes as on the Kent Street 
School et Ottawa would replace at strategic points the old 
dangerous poles and narrow stairs. Lists of pupils to 
utilize each escape would be posted at all times and each 
child's name checked from list as it passes by a responsible 
guardian, Many of the children otherwise, in the event of 
a genuine alarm will, if not watched, take refuge in a 
clothes closet or under its bed. 


Night watchman was a step in the right direction 
but much can happen in the winter when he is ptinchihg in the 
outbuildings and barn and the time he returns to the school. 


Much as I hate to bring your attention to this 
whole question in these four places, please understand it is 
not done so with any sense of butting in. It %s for these 
poor kiddies sake, many of whom one becomes att&ehed 
in his duties. nm case also, should any catastrophe arise, 
we all shall be scourged properly at any investigation 
especially at the hands of politically conscious lawyers who 
cynically will give little credit to those who really and 
truly have the fullest interests of these tots at heart.

I am today in receipt of a letter from the Rev. Mr. Huston, 
Principal of the above referred to school, asking if it is possible to have 
the work on his dwelling done this season. He points out that the house 
in its present condition is very cold and unfit for habitation during the 
winter. He states thet lest year they had to use Arctic robes brought 
from the north on their beds at night, but this provided no solution for 
the cold during the day. 


His recommendation is to cover all over the outside with an 
imitation brick. This material is a heavy tar, paper and sand mixture 
made to look like bricks. The testimonies of people in Whitewood who are 
using it seem to indicate that it is 100% satisfactory. 


He states there is yet time to have this done this season. He 
also states that they have an excellent furnace but it has no effect under 
present conditions. 


I may say thet on my last visit to this school I went through 
this house and found conditions are as outlined by the Principal. The 
necessary work to have this house made habitable this winter would be 
the outside insulation and the providing of 16 storm windows, at a total 
cost of about $580.00. 


I would therefore recommend that this work be done if funds ere 
available. Failing this, the Principal will have to get rooms in town for 
his femily.

The attached account covers the cost of 
a new engine for pumping the water at the Round 
Lake Sehool. Purchase of this was authorized as 
it was immediately required. In this regard I 
quote from a letter received from the acting Indian 
Agent on December 20, 1939: 


"The 14 horsepower engine thet pumps the 
water for the school residence has absolutely gone 
hay wire. We have had to haul water in barrels for 
kitchen and laundry purposes and our toilets for lack 
of water have been out of commission. If the building 
caught fire we would have nothing but the hand fire 
extinguishers with which to combat it. It is really 
@ very bad predicament to be in. 


"The engine that has served our needs in this 
capacity is so old that when we called up the inter- 
national people for parts it out dated all their records. 
This is one engine for the safety and welfare of the 
children and school property should be in A.l. condition. 


"You will note I have enclosed a folder des- 
criptive of the type engine we require. George Lamont 
Fort agent in Whitewood has them in stock and would supply 
same for around ninety dollars."

I have now received a report from our sanitary Officer, 
Mr. J.E. Hockley, in connection with the plumbing system at the 
Round Lake Indian Residential School. 


The report is very discouraging. Mr. Hockley states that 
in his opinion the system is in such bad condition it cannot be 
improved short of complete replacement. I quote from Mr. Hockley's 
report: "The system is in a very poor state of repair, and in my mpk 
opinion requires replacing and not over-hauling. There are only 
four clean-outs in the entire buildine., All visible stacks, drains, 
and waste-pipes are full of holes which have been plurred with 
wooden pegs. The holes have been bored from time to time to permit 
the insertion of rods for chearing obstructions, Ceilings and walls 
even to the third floor show stain and plaster breakage due to 
leakage of pipes or from overflowing fixtures, 


The waste pipes, stacks and floor drains are heavily corroded, 
One length of 14+ inch pipe shown to me was so heavily corroded 
that there was only about + inch opening remaining. Fixtures, 
particularly closet bowl water seal chambers were so heavily 
corroded the services of a plumber was necessary to clear them. 
One closet was completely plugged. 


In the basement a two inch pipe was carried from the laundry 
tub waste up to and along the ceiling to the soil stack, then 
downward and connected to the stack near the floor level, This was 
apparently supposed to be 4 vent, 


A four inch stack rising through the dining-room ceiling 
terminates in the boy's playroom, At one time a water closet was 
connected to it at this point, but the water closet has been re- 
moved, and the stack has been reduced to a two inch pipe and 
apparently carried into the ceiling above and is deflected a few 
feet and is carried throuch the boys' end girls' dormitories as a 
vent. 


As shown in the sketches submitted, there is only one staff 
bathroom which contains one water closet, and there are a total of 
five water closets in three different rooms for the pupils, No 
separate accommodation has been provided for the male members of 
the staff, 


The septic tank contained about four feet of sludge and has 
not been cleansd out for a considerable length of time, At various 
points alone the drain from the building to the septic tank and 
between the septic tank and absorption field, the pipe had to be 
proken to enable the operators to insert the cleaning rods so that 
obstructions could be removed. The discharge pipe from the septic 
tank was apparently solidly plugged and some of the tile drains 
in the absorption field are completely plugged and not operatinz, 
Furthermore, the sewer pipe to the septic was reduced from six 
inches to four inches where it enters the tank, the siphon had to 
be broken into so that it could be cleaned and obstructions re- 
moved. The liquid level in the septic tank had at one time risen 
to a height several feet above the inlet and outlet pipes with the 
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a diet ire 


result that sewage backed up into the building." 


It is quite obvious that the plumbing system at the school 
is in a very bad condition, and it seems to me that it was not gr 
properly installed in the first place. Furthermore, there are said 
oo be seventy to eighty pupils, yet there are only five water 

closets and no urinals for the boys, In addition, the water closets 
ere located eat various points in the building with not more than two 
in any one location, 


It is also evident thet insufficient attention has been given 
to the operation of the septic tank, No system of sewace treatment 
will eliminate solids or convert them entirely to a liquid form, 
Consequently, the resulting sludge must be réSved from treatment 
units periodically, The septic tank at the school is scarcely large 
enough for the requirements, but regardless of the size it could not 
function properly unless the sludge is removed before it accumulates 
to a depth in excess of about two feet. Cleaning operations may have 


to be carried out two or three times a year or oftener, 


I trust that this matter will be brought to the attention of 
the proper authorities and that early action will be taken to correct 
the many faulty conditions in the plumbing system, If such action is 
not taken, it may be necessary to close off the water waste system 
entirely.

REPORT ON 
INSPECTION OF ROUND LAKE INDIAN RESIDENTIAL 
SCHOOL 
STOCKHOLM, SASKATCHEWAN. 


With reference to the above, I wish to report 
that on the lst ultimo, in company with Indian Agent 
MoKenzie of Broadview, Saskatchewan, and Mr. G. Havers, 
his successor at the Crooked Lake Agency, I cerried out 
a thorough inspection of the Sehool and found conditions 
to be as follows: 


The building is e frame structure consisting 
of three stories and besement which has fallen into a 
very bad state of repair. Approximately one-half of the 
building has been in service for forty years, the re- 
mainder having been erected as an addition in 1918. 


Foundation wells, basement floor, heating 
system, plaster work, wood floors, window fremes and sash, 
end interior trim, are all in need of repair, while the 
plumbing end electric wiring systems,upon whieh I was 
specially instructed to report, have depreciated to the 
point of requiring almost complete replacement. 


With reference to the plumbing, it is evident 
thet this division of work wes poorly installed initially. 
Clean-out access fittings were omitted from soil stacks 
and waste lines, and when these became blocked by heavy 
waste matter, corrosion and alkaline deposits, access has 
been obtained by drilling the pipes to accommodate clean- 
ing rods. The holes thus created heve been filled by 
wooden blocks which gradually decay and from time to time 
drop out completely, permitting the escape of waste matter 
and sewer ges. Flaws, holes, or cracks in soil lines are 
violations of the Provincial Health Regulations, and it is 
understood that the Provincial Department of Public Health 
hes already indicated thet they will insist on the replace 
ment of all defective plumbing. 


The School is occupied by seventy-five pupils, 
forty girls and thirty-five boys, as well as e teaching 
and non-professional steff of fourteen. The girls are 
served by three W.C.'s, one in their recreation room toilet 
and two in the dormitory toilet. The boys are served by 
two WeC.'S, both in their dormitory toilet. ‘the whole 


S ol steff, both male and female, is at present served by 
one bathroom, 


No new plumbing work should be considered which 
did not include one additional W.C., (four in all) in each 
of the following locations: 


(1) Girls recreation room toilet. 
(2) Girls dormitory toilet. 
(3) Boys recreation room toilet. 
(4) Boys dormitory toilet. 
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An additional bathroom for the male staff is also 
absolutely necessary. A suggested location adjacent to the 
School workshop was pointed out to the Indian Agent. ‘The 
bathroom now serving the whole staff could thus be released 
for the use of the female staff alone. 


Many of the fittings belonging to the plumbing 
fixtures are broken or missing and should be replaced. 
Connections between the fixtures and soil lines are faulty, 
in many ceses allowing the escape of soil content which has 
saturated the adjecent floors. All plumbing fixtures should 
be removed, cleaned and re-set. 


The septic tank when viewed was functioning satis- 
factorily but since it receives toilet, kitchen end laundry 
waste, will eventually ceuse trouble. Am additional four- 
inch vitrified tile drain, eighty-five feet in length, to 
earry off leundry and kitchen waste to the river, without 
passing through the septic tenk, would eliminate trouble in 
this regerd. Most of the hot and cold water lines ere 
heavily corroded and should be replaced. 


With reference to the electric wiring system I 
may say that this is of the knob and tube type and is in @ 
badly depreciated condition. There are no permament light- 
ing fixtures, lighting being provided by drop cords and 
sockets from the outlets. Switches have been removed, 
wiring has been altered by the school staff and the whole 
system disarranged. It will require considerable repair 
work to restore the eletrical system to « satisfactory 
condition. 


The steam heating system appears to have suffi- 
cient capacity and the boiler and equipment is functioning 
setisfectorily. The supply and return piping, however, 
has become corroded and many of the connections are leak- 
ing. Radiators have become loosened and in some cases 
have been moved to new positions, and the system generally 
will require extensive adjustment. 


As has been pointed out repairs will be necessary 
sooner or later to the whole building, in addition to what- 
ever is now required to provide setisfectory plumbing and 
lighting services. It is felt that to be handled economic- 
ally, ail work should be undertaken at the same time and 
that until funds are available to this extent major repairs 
ahould be deferred. 


Under the letter circumstences, the frequent 
services of a local plumber will be necessary. 


The attitude of the Saskatchewan Department of 
Publie Health will undoubtedly determine to a great extent 
the action to be taken by the Indian affairs Brench in 
this matter. 
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If and when replacements and renovations are 
underteken the cost of the necessary work is estimated 
to be approximately as follows:

As you will note, Mr. Buck's r port incicetes 
that the main building is in very bad condition anc to 
nlece it in anything like satisfactory shape there would 
be recuired « much lerger expenditure than that suggested 
by Mr. Buck. An amount of 13,990.99 was provided in the 
current year's appropristion for repairs, improvements 
and purchase of new equipment at this school. Of this 
amount it has been found necesssry to expend #45. for 
a new pump and consequently $2,915.00 is still available. 


On two oceasions the officials of this Franch 
have discussed with Mr. Buck the situation at Round Leke 
and after considering the matter from all angles it is 
felt that if it is decided to make eny repairs we should 
confine our efforts to replacing the plunbine system only, 
at an approximete cost of $1,259.99, and leave the other 
repairs mentioned in Mr. Ruek's report until more funds 
are aveilseble.

Dear Dr. Robertson; 


At long last I am going to put into writing a description of the 
type of building I feel would enable us to give the Indian boys under our 
supervision more adequate training in vocational work. Enclosed you will 
also find the contractor's estimate on costs, also a diagram of building. 


Building 20' X 50' divided into two rooms, carpenter shop 20' X 20° 
and a machine shop 20' X 30'. Underneath the outer wall there would be a 
eement foundation one foot high and one foot wide. The floor in the carpenter 
shop could be made from heavy two inch lumber while that in the machine shop 
would be made of cement except that portion just inside the big door which would 
be left without a floor to admit a tractor with lugs. This building could be 
eovered on the outside, roof as well as walls, with corrugated sheet metal. 
Plenty of windows, two foot high that can slide back and forth can be inserted 
in all four walls to admit sufficient light and the work benches could be 
installed underneath the windows. The building itself could be lined on the 
inside of the studding with shiplap end some type of insuleting material could 
be used between the studding. Instead of a ceiling there could be placed 4 
floor on top of the ceiling joist this would provide a place for seasoning lumber, 


During the months December to March inclusive local carpenters would 
be glad to accept steady indoor employment and a man could be hired to give the 
boys daily instruction in the repair of wagons and sleighs. The boys under his 
direction could in a heated workshop of this type repair all the furniture, make 
wagon tongues, neck yokes, whipple-trees. In fact all our repairs and necessities 
in wood-work could be handled there. What the school would save would hire the 
staff carpenter and the boys themselves would get the training. Besides all 
this we have our six hundred acre bush from which we could obtain our poplar 
lumber for the manufacture of home furnishings. Imagine whet a difference it 
should make in the homes on the reserves if we could produce furniture, beds, 
cupboards, chairs, and tables well made and nicely painted at a cost far below 
even the cost of second hand furniture. There again the boys would benefit by 
the training and the parents themselves would prize the furniture not alone for 
its usefulness but as$product made by their own boy. 


In the heated machine shop every piece of machinery on the farm even 
to the engines could be gone over in the slack time during the Winter months. 
The boys could do all this under the direction of our mechanic. It would save us 
money as well as precious time in the Summer and the boys would learn how to 
repair and re-assemble the very things they are going to be working with when they 
leave school. 


The cost of a building of this type should not be great. It will be 
little more than a shell in structure. The walls will ongy be nine feet high and 
no expensive lumber or materials will be required to complete its construction. 


After nine years experience among Indians in various parts of Canada 
I am convinced that the emphasis we are now placing upon vocational training in 
their education comes the nearest to anything yet attempted in preparing the 
graduate for life on the Reserve. In a former letter I stated thet a boy or girl 
whose academic training ended at grade four yet was supplemented by 4 practical 
knowledge in the art of doing things stood better equipped for life as they 
would find it than he or she who had nothing more to show than ae grade eight 
certificate. After all only about five percent of the graduates will ever be 
able to capitalize on a purely academic education. The others whether they like 
it or not will go back to the Reserves or to the neighboring towns and farms for 
the making of their livlihood. I think we should be aware of this and seek to 
train them in useful arts. If we do this the graduate instead of feeling like 
one emerging from a sheltered cloister will know what he is better prepared to 
meet life than he could otherwise have been apart from the school. 
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Ths Indian Residential School in order to justify its existence 
must adjust itself to meet these new demanés. This type of school was 
built originally to hasten the civilizing process and to isolete each new 
generation from the trachome and tuberculosis infecting the old. The 
school has been a great factor in hastening this process and one might 
say that work is almost accomplished. The new demand on thé school is an 
advanced step. We are now faced with the task of making citizens and in 
preparing each boy and girl for the business of meking « livlihood in «a 
world entirely different from that which their fathers knew. 


If we can face this task the Residential school will reveal 
it is only yet in its prime but if it fails then we might as well eonfess 
Old Age has overtaken us. Two things are needed however, Vision and the 
ability to see it realized. A principal is not worthy of his position 
if he lacks this first requirement,--vision but he can hardly be expected 
to supply the second. That rest with the Department. They have the 
ability to eneble me to realize the type of building I have visioned for 
this school. If they will support me in the same fine spirit as in the past 
I feel sure they will have every reason to feel my visions do meet 4 real 
issue.

With regard to the above I may say that work 
to the approximate value of $1,800.00 has recently been 
carried out on the Residential Building. As you are 
aware, this work was only a portion of what was stated 
as necessary by our Architect in his report of May Srd 
last in connection with the Residential Building. The 
original portion of this building, which houses the 
ngs and staff was erected in 1886 and enlarged in 

918 to its present size. In addition to the Residential 
Building there is a separate Classroom Building which 
was erected in 19235 and a Principal's Residence.

In his report of May 3, 1940, Mr. C.H. 
Buck, Architect for our Engineering and Construction 
Service, estimated that $3,400 would be required for 
certain necessary replacements and renovations in the 
above building. 


In August last the Minister authorized 
plumbing repairs in the amount of $1,250. When the work 
was under way and various pipes were uncovered, it was 
found that an additional $550 was required, so that work 
to an approximate value of $1,800 was undertaken. 


While this work was under way, our Field 
Engineer obtained information on other work that would be 
necessary on the Residential Building as well as on the Day 
School Building and Principal's Residence. Attached here- 
with is a copy of a memorandum from the Chief Engineer, dated 
December 26, outlining the work necessary, with an estimated 
cost of $2,175, and suggesting that it be undertaken when 
funds are available.

With reference to alterations and repairs author- 
ized to be carried out by this Service on the Residential Building 
at the above, I may say that the work wes executed during October 
and November under the supervision of Engineer Snelson of our 
Banff office. 


As you are aware the work included repairs and re- 
placements to the plumbing and drainage system the addition of e 
number of plumbing fixtures, and the instellation complete of a 
male staff bathroom, which {tems were estimated to cost approxi- 
mately $1,250.00. 


During operations Mr. Snelson uncovered additional 
defective plumbing and heating work, which involved an additional 
expenditure of $550.00. 


Upon completion of his duties at the senool, Mr. 
Snelson reported under date of the 27th ultimo as follows: 


(a) All corroded and mutilated soil, vent, and water piping 
was repleced, new soil pipe and extra cleanouts were instelled 
where required, vent pipes system was corrected, to comply with 
Provincial regulations. 


Existing plumbing fixtures were repaired, one water closet 
and tank repleced, four new water closets installed, and 
missing fittings and accessories replaced on existing basins 
and bath tubs. 


Complete new male staff bathroom wes installed including 
plumbing fixtures, partitions with door and trim, radiator 
and sky light. 


Kitehen and laundry waste was diverted from passing through 
the septic tank by means of new tile drain. 


The steam heating plant was overhauled. Heating mains were 
cleaned and reconnected. Radiators were inspected, repaired 
and fitted with new valves and aceessories, where necessary. 
A new smoke pipe was installed on the boiler. The jacket 
heater on the domestic hot weter system was teken down, thor- 
oughly cleaned, and reset. 


(f) Pressure tank and pump were disconnected, cleaned and re- 
connected.

When Mr. Snelson wes at the Round Lake 
Sehool lest season he made 4 careful inspection 
of the various facilities there in accordance with 
instructions and two copies of his report, covering 
the water supply, i. system, sewage disposal 
system and the road from the main highway to the 
school, are enclosed for your information. 


It will be noted that the water supply and 
lighting systems appesr to be adequate and generally 
in good condition, but that in the sewage disposal 
system the 310 feet of 4-ineh field tile from the 
septic tank to the river should be replaced by 6-ineh 
sewer pipe. ‘The estimated cost of this is $250.00. 


Regarding the condition of the road from 
the main highway to the sehool, it is obvious that the 
three miles should be gravelled and this would cost 
possibly $3,000.00, allowing 1,000 cue yas. per mile 
at $1.00 per cu. yd. However, only two miles of this 
road are on the Reserve, and if the Indian Affairs 
Branch can provide funds to improve their section, it 
is suggested thet an effort be mde to have the Pro- 
vinee or Municipality undertake to gravel the remainder 
of the road.

The furnace in the Round “ake Day School is an 
old #416A Famous Magnet manufactured by the McClary Co., 
Winnipeg, Manitoba., with a 4' 6" fire box. The fire box 
and the drums are all burnt out and is now beyond repair, 
This furnace has been patched up several times and has been 
unsatisfactory for several years. On real cold days last 
winter school had to be cancelled as the building could not 
be properly heated. A new furnace is urgently needed for 
the coming winter.

The above does not conform to tie requirements 
of the Canadian Electrical Code and tenstitutes 
a danger or a potential danger to life dr 
property. The following changes must be mate 
within 60 days from the date hereof: 


Overhaul wiring. Tape up and otherwise complete 
free ends of res at outlets. Remove flex 
cord used to extend outlets. Properly fuse 

all circuits and support and insulate all 
conductors in conformity with requirements for 
open wiring where necessary. Reduce loading 

on branch circuits to 640 watts or provide 
additional circuits if required."

As requested, I enclose list showing the names of 
the Indian residential schools in Saskatchewan 
and the name of the church denomination under 
which they are operated. 


With regard to the Provincial Education Tax 
the Department wrote to the late Dr. Robertson, 
Inspector of Indian Agencies for Saskatchewan 
on October 19, 1937. at that time we advised 
him to discuss the matter with the Provincial 
authorities, preferably the Provincial Treasurer. 
In a letter dated December 1, 1937, the late Dr. 
Robertson replied to us as follows; 


"I beg to advise that goods purchased by 
our Indien schools are exempt from the Saskatchewan 
Education Tax.

No provision for a new boiler at this school 
was made in the current year's appropriation, nor 
was any request for a new boiler contained in the 
estimates forwarded by Indian Agent Kerley for the 
fiscal year 1943-44. You will, therefore, appreciate 
that it is impossible for the Department, at the 
present time, to give favourable consideration to 
this request. 


In addition, it would take months to secure 
a new boiler and possibly, due to present conditions, 
it would not be possible to do so. [ should, 
therefore, appreciate your discussing the matter 
fully with the Agent and the Principal of the Round 
lake School at the first opportunity, with a view 
to ascertaining if the present boiler could be 
repaired in such a manner as to make it last for 
the duration of the war.

I wish to acknowledge receipt of your letter No. 
108-1-5 of the Sth instant regerding the boiler in the Round Lake 
School, Crooked Lake Agency. 


Immediately upon receipt of this I got in touch with 
Mr. Huston, the Principal, and I am herewith quoting his letter in part: 


"Last Autumn we had to repair one. This will give you an 

idea whet was involved. It was a centre section. All other 
sections from the front to that ome had to be removed before 
the one needing repair could be taken out. When each weighs 
about one thousand pounds it is easy to see it was no little 
task. Then we hed to get the broken one out of the cellar, 
up @ narrow stairs, load it om a truck, take it to Rocanville 
a distance of sixty miles, return for it in four days time, 
put it beck im the furnace, replace and connect the other 
sections and then reputty the whole exterior of the furnace 
with asbestos cement. The repair job cost $26.00 and involved 
travelling a totel mileage of 240 miles with a truck. Then 
a short time after all this the same section cracked agein 
but in another place. If «= break should occur im the Winter 
with roads blocked we could mot use our truck as we did last 
Autumn. Anyway mileage restrictions wuld prohibit us going 
with the truck to the only man within « reasonable redius."” 


Mr. Huston also makes a good suggestion that when the 
school closes for summer holidays we send an experienced furnace man to 
check over the boiler and bring about any repsirs thet may be needed in 
order to make it last for another year if possible. 


You will understand the reason the Principal did not 
place this in the Estimates. It wes impossible for him to see from the 
outside whether there was anything wrong with the boiler or not and it was 
not until fires were put on in the Fall thet the section in question cracked. 


The Chief Inspector of Steam Boilers, and I believe you 
have a copy of his report, had the following to say: 


"I em in receipt of your letter of the 13th, regarding the 


condition of the heating boilers..e.+«.«. 
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“condition of the heating boilers et the Round Lake 
Indien Residential School. I have the report of 
Inspector Auckland, which states that the boiler is 
in very poor condition. Two sections are cracked and 
leaking and there is likely to be trouble with others 
due to accumulation of scale. I note thet one section 
hes been welded, but that it hes cracked again. 


It is the opinion of the Inspector thet @ new boiler is 
necessary.” 


I would therefore suggest thet if this boiler lasts 
out through the Winter en expefienced man be sent there next Summer 
and you people can either make the arrengements there or I will endeavour 
to get the nearest man available to the school. I quite realize thet 
we would have to wait e long time for the boiler and the only thing is to 
try to repair it so that it will last for the duration. The Principal 
states the way the roads are now if there was & break in the boiler the 
only solution would be to send the children home. However, we hope this 
can be avoided.

FOREWORD 


The purpose of this bulletin is to furnish necessary instructions for the proper installation, mainte 
nance and operation of the American Globe Washer, and to assist in ordering any repair parts required 

The American Globe Washer has been designed to meet the demand for a low priced yet sub 
stantial iron frame washer. This washer embodies mechanical features and workmanship found in 
no other washer of this class 


lo obtain its highest efficiency, certain important instructions should be followed to insure proper 
installation, operation and maintenance 


Read and carefully follow the instructions contained in this bulletin and preserve it for future 
reference 

Prior to shipment each Globe Washer is completely assembled and tested under power for a given 
period, which assures that the machine is in perfect condition when it leaves the factory 


INSTALLATION 


1.—The washer, as received by you, requires no assembling except in the larger diameter belted 
motor types; the machine is then shipped with the top shaft and supporting brackets removed and 
must be reassembled. 


2.—Gutter.—-The washer is usually placed over a gutter, When a gutter cannot be provided 
the washer may be set on a substantial concrete floor A curb at least four inches high around the 
machine should be provided to direct the water to the drain connection. 


3.--Concrete Floor.—Should be provided to withstand the weight of the machine fully loaded, 
which is approximately 125 pounds per square foot, based on the overall floor space occupied by the 
washer. 


4.—Piping.—The piping required for each size of Globe Washer is specified in the table. When 
connections are being made, care should be taken not to strain or spring any of the pipes located on 
the washer

6._-Alignment.— The machine must at all times be level in both directions \ leveling lug 
is provided on each foot and the machine should be leveled at each end. Lengthwise level is deter 
mined by placing a spirit level on the intermediate driving shaft. Where necessary, sheet metal 
shims, placed under the feet of the machine, should be used to obtain level Improper alignment 
may cause broken gears, undue strain and noisy operation 

Washers having a center leg may be leveled in the same manner as described above with this 
exception, that before leveling, the cap is removed from the center bearing and the center leg 
shimmed up so that the bearing fits the shaft properly The leg is then leveled transversally; the 
usual grouting process is completed and the bearing ¢ ap replaced 


By using the above method, care being taken that the center bearing fits the shaft and that the 


shaft is not drawn out of level by the bearing, a quiet running machine is assured

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7.-Belt Drive.-Washers are furnished with pulleys as listed be low. The line shaft pulley 
ould be straight face, of correct diameter and width 


Drive Shaft Pulley. —1n addition to having the washer set perfectly level, it is also essential 
that the pulleys on the belt-driven machines are parallel with the line shaft 


If otherwise the belts will not shift properly lhis will eventually cause the belts to wear and be 
reduced in width, resulting in improper timing of the shifter, which if not corrected, will cause the

accomplished by turning the hand-wheel to right or left, bringing the cylinder door to the proper

9. Electrical Connections. The belted motor driven washers are furnished with wiring in 
conduit between the motor and the control switch. Terminals, properly tagged, are provided for 
connection of the service leads 


A wiring diagram is provided, being pasted inside the enc losing case of the control switch 


OPERATION 


1.—After the machine has been set up and piping connected, lubricate it thoroughly according 
to instructions given in paragraph on lubrication. The machine is now ready for operation. Before 
starting, however, familiarize yourself with the following features 


2. Belt Shifter.— By means of a weighted lever attached to the shifter slide on the header, the 
belts may be shifted from the tight to the loose pulleys. On the elevated header and belted motor 
driven type washers an extension on this weighted lever is provided to bring the control within reach 
of the operator 

To start the cylinder 

(a)— Be sure the gear lock, or on larger machines the worm loc k, for main gear is released 


(b)—-Be sure the cylinder doors are closed and the door latches have entered the pockets pro- 
vided for them 


(c)-Throw the weighted lever forward until it engages with the cam bracket. As the cam 
bracket moves to the right or left the weighted lever will engage with the slot in the cam bracket 
and one of the belts will be shifted to the drive pulley 


To stop the machine 


(a)—Throw the weighted lever backward and at the same time move it toward the slot in the 
stop for slide. This disengages the cam and shifts the belts to the loose pulleys 


(6)—-To spot the cylinder the belts may be slowly shifted on and off the tight pulley until the 
cylinder door is in proper position for unloading 


(c)~-Always lock the main gear when loading or unloading the washer and when the machine is 
idle 


The motor on belted motor drive is controlled by a switch located on the machine. The motor 
should be stopped when the machine is idle for any length of time, but not between loads 


3.-Cleaning.—The inside cylinder and case should be cleaned before being placed in regular 
operation. This is to remove any foreign matter which may have collected on the staves of the cylin- 
der or case and also to take up leaks due to the drying of the wood 


Phe following method of cleaning is suggested 


(a)-—-Loosen all hoops on outside case before any water has been admitted to the

1.—To properly maintain the Globe Washer, the machine should be carefully inspected at least 
once every two weeks 


(a) A level should be placed over the leveling lugs to determine if the 
machine is still in true alignment, as it frequently happens that a foundation will 
settle and in this way throw the machine out of line. If the machine is found to be 


out of level the alignment should be corrected in the same manner as when being 
installed 


(6)—-All loose bolts and screws should be tightened 


(c)—All bearings should be properly lubricated See paragraph on Lubri 
cation.) 


2.—Belted Motor Driven Washer.—Before starting the washer inspect the oiling devices of 
the motor wo oil reservoirs are provided, one near each end of the motor shaft. Be sure that the 
oil ring of the ring oiled motor bearings rides on the motor shaft, and that this ring turns when the 
motor is running. Use a good grade of medium motor oil, filling the oil reservoir to its proper level 
when motor is not running 


After the motor has been in operation for one week it is recommended that the drainage plugs 
located at the bottom of each motor bearing oil reservoir be removed and old oil drained off. Replace 
the drainage plugs, sealing them in place with red lead or shellac to prevent leakage and refill the 
reservoir with fresh oil. Keep the oil reservoirs well supplied with oil at all times 


Should the motor bearings become badly worn, replace them promptly to avoid damaging the 
rotor, armature or field coils of the motor 


Keep an extra set of motor bearings on hand 


Cylinder bearings, drive and intermediate shaft bearings and all other points on the washer should 
be lubricated as described in the following paragraphs 


Keep all bearings clean and well lubricated at all times 


3.--Motor Temperature.-The motor on the motor driven type performs, as regards to the 
temperature rise, in accordance with the fundamental physical law, viz.: When one form of energy 
is transferred into another, the resultants are first, motion; second, heat 


The motors applied to Globe Washers operate with safety at a temperature rise up to 40° Centi 
grade or 72° Fahrenheit. Therefore, if the heating limit is in question, measure the temperature rise 
before assuming that the motor is running at an excessive temperature This may be obtained by 
the following method 


First Use either a Fahrenheit or Centigrade thermometer 
Second Read the temperature of the room 


Third Place the bulb of thermometer on the laminations of the Alternating Current 
motor or the Commutator of the Direct Current motor and hold until the 
maximum temperature is reached 


Fourth Subtract the two readings and the result is the temperature rise of motor

LUBRICATION 
1.--Clean the machine thoroughly before lubricating, making sure that no oil holes or grease 
cups have become clogged 


Oil reservoirs or grease cups are provided for all drive shafts and cylinder bearings and should 
be filled regularly with the proper lubricant 


KEEP ALL DRIVI GEARS WELL LUBRICATED. 


2.--Header.—The loose pulleys are lubricated by grease cups mounted on their hubs \ drive 
shaft bearing located outside of the header requires frequent lubrication Keep all bearings of the 
belt shifting mechanism well lubricated The worm and worm wheel should be well lubricated 
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3. Lubricants. The following lubricants, or their equivalents are recommended 


Drive and Intermediate Shaft Bearings, Cylinder Bearings and all Oil Hole

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oe KEEPING AN EQUIPMENT RECORD —A SUGGESTION 


One of the most important factors in the successful operation of any business is an accurate record 
of the equipment. In case of fire, such a record would give a complete and accurate inventory of the 
entire equipment and enable the laundryowner to obtain an equitable settlement of his insurance 
claims. Without it, the statement of equipment loss would only be an estimate and the loss would 
not be fully covered 


A record of this kind need not be expensive a simple effective system can be installed at a neg 
ligible cost. The first step would be the assigning of an equipment number for each machine. This 
number should appear on the machine in the form of a metal tag or plate and be securely fastened 
to the machine. An ordinary 4 x 6” Card drawer with cards similar to the one illustrated on Plate 
No. 4, would be sufficient to take care of this system. | ach card should carry the equipment number 
name of machine, serial number of machine original cost (which should include freight, drayage and 
labor incidental to its installation 


As repair parts are ordered for the machine, they should be charged against the machine under 
“Maintenance,” and a full copy of the invoice, including the part number, should be entered on the 
card. The American Laundry Machinery ¢ ompany’s invoices always show part numbers which are 
extremely valuable to the laundryowner in that he ¢ in order repairs understandingly and in that 
way obtain prompt service 


One of the many advantages of keeping such records is that the cost of maintaining each piece 
of equipment may be ascertained at a glance. 


As we all know, there is a point where the cost of repairs (inc luding the time the machine is shut 
down awaiting such repairs) is such that it is more economical to discard the machine and replace it 
with a new one and this card will enable the laundryowner to tell quickly and accurately when this 
time arrives 


For the convenience of the laundryowner who feels that the number of machines in his plant 
does not warrant the starting of a card system, we are incorporating on this page a full size 4 x 6” 
card on which the person in charge of repairs can enter same and then the entire bulletin can be filed 
as a record, This has the advantage of having all information regarding maintenance and repairs 
in one place.

I wish to bring to your attention that ea letter was written 
from this office, our File No. 304-11 A.U. on the 4th instant in connection 
with the washing machine at the Round Lake Indian Residentiel School. 


I am surprised thet we have not heard from you by this time. 
I have a letter from Mr. Huston, the Principal, this morning, and by the 
tone of his letter he is about ready to throw up his hands and I do not 
blame him. You can imagine what it is to be short handed and have between 
children and staff somewhere in the neighkorhood of 100 people, and all 
of the washing having to be done by hand./Ajso, Mr. Huston informs me last 
week the jacket heater at the school cracked. This heater heated the water 
for washing and bathing purposes, in fact it heated all of the hot water 
for the school. Mr. Huston drove about 200 miles to different towns trying 
to get the crack in the heater welded but was unsuccessful.) 


I can assure you the situation is bad when they have neither 
hot water et the school with the exception of what can be heated on the 
stove, mom a washing machine, causing everything to be done by hend, and 
as Mr. Huston will be coming to the city this coming week I telephoned 
some of the firms here. We can procure e heater end I would like to have 
authority for this. 


I would also like to know what is going to be done about the wash- 
ing machine. If you were to ask me I would get all of the children out of 
the school and then put dynamite under it because it has been mthing but 
a bill of expense from beginning to end. However, you are not asking my 
advice on the matter so I do not suppose it will be blown yp.

The records here indicate that this matter 
wes first brought to the attention of the Department in 
@ letter dated Regina, May 4 and signed by John Raichman. 
This letter reached the Records office on May 7 and the 
Training Division on May 8. On May 10 we communicated 
with Mr. E. A. Guillaume, of the Canadian Laundry Machinery 
Company, Limited, Toronto, in an attempt to discover if 
machines of this type were available or if repairs to the 
machine now in operation could be undertaken. In order 
to avoid delay, however, a requisition for a new machine 
was sent forward to the Purchasing Agent. The Chief of 
the Training Division informed you, in a letter of May 21, 
that parts for this machine could be secured at a cost of 
$131.90.

The last set of batteries was purchased by the 
Principal of the School in September, 19359, and was guaranteed 
for seven years, provided the daily discharge did not exceed 
1750 watt hours per day. You have submitted with requisition 
information that this set of batteries did not last quite 
four years, because it was "excessively over loaded.' 


The replacement battery called for on your 
requisition - Globelite, type W 21 - provides for a daily 
discharge of 2500 watt hours per day, but the manufacturers 
cannot assume responsibility unless a battery of proper 
capacity is ordered. We would, therefore, need to know the 
average and daily peak consumption in watt hours per day, - 
or the number and wattage of lamps, and the average time 
these are used per day. Likewise, please advise what 
laundry or other machinery is operated on the battery circuit. 


If the total daily consumption exceeds 2500 
watt hours per day, it might be well to consider using a 
small gasoline engine for the machinery, and using the 
battery for lighting service only.

I wish to inform you that yesterday the Regina Plumbing and 
Heating Company telephoned to thie office regarding the heating plant 
they are to install in the Round Lake School. This morning when I 
arrived here from the Crooked Lake Agency I called Mr. Robertson, Manager 
of the Regina Plumbing and Heating Company and he informed me he had 
been ewarded the contract for installing the heeting plant in the Round 
Lake School by the Purchasing Agent at Ottewe, ir. Davidson. Tpon receiving 
it Mr. Robertson had immediately zot in touch with the Gurney North-West 
Foundary Compeny Limited, of Toronto end received a wire from them to the 
effect thet they would not gusrantee to deliver the heating plent required 
for the Round Lake School under five or six months' time. Therefore we 
would probebly get the furnace on April lst next,

The only fire escape which had been in 
operation on the west side of the building, being that 
part of the building which is most likely to afford a 
means of escape from the dormitories, if there was a 
fire, had been eliminated by building at the foot of 
it an outer porch over the door to the boys! play room.

e broken panes of glass at the time of my visit on 
September 5th ran into dozens. Every building on the 
premises had some broken windows and some of them had 
many. None of these had been repaired on October 10th, 
in fact I believe even more had been added to the number 
in a little over a month. The school grounds are re- 
ceiving no attention whatever and there are tall weeds 
in front of the main school building which have been 
growing all summer, and were still there on October 10th, 
All the buildings of the school needed painting but 
broken boards here and there and other damage resulting 
from carelessness and lack of discipline with the 
children have rendered the buildings unsightly and unfit 
for painting until considerable repair work has been 
done. The flooring of the boys! play room had dangerous 
holes in it and many boards of the flooring ready to 
break through at any moment. Mr. Kerley, the Agent, 
informed me that there has been flooring at the school for 
some months for repairs to these floors but nothing has 
been done to repair them. Some of the dormitory floors 
are practically worn through in spots, also, and much 
repair work is needed.

With reference to the fire escape on the West side 
of Round Lake Sehool, I beg to report thet up to date this 
has not been erected. I sent the necessary piping from 

Broadview to Whitewood on Nov. 23rd. As it was impossible 
to get 28 ft. im one length I had two lengths welde? sn1i 
made a smooth joint. The Principal was notified, but the 
pipe is still in Whitewood. His atttiude appears to be 
thet this is all unnecessary. He stated that any fires 
had always started on the other side of the building. I 

pointed out to him thet a fire might start anywhere and there 
wes no such thing as too many fire escapes in a building of 
this kind. He elso makes the excuse of not having enough 
help at the school. He seemed reluctant to move the porch 
and would prefer to extend a wooden platform along the side 
of the building beyond the porch. I pointed out that this 
would not be a sefe arrangement as the platform should be 
of metal construction and not too long. 


As regards the 2800 ft. of flooring authorized on 
Purchase Order 5422, being unable to purchase birch 
flooring, edge grain fir was sent to the school on Nov. 28th, 
and no attempt has been made as yet to lay this. Instead 
of being put in the school it was stored in the loft of the 
cow Warn. 


A saving of over $200.00 was effected by the 
substitution of this flooring. Would it be possible to 
get authority to hire men and see thet the fire escape 
4s constructed and the flooring laid in the boys’ playroom 
and girls’ dormitory.

To store 
this flooring in the loft of cow barn as soon as it was received instead 
of taking immediate steps lay it would alm indicate that ha. Card is 
not interested in the ¥ ‘are of the pupils. 


Much worse, in my opinion, is his failure to 
condition of the fire escapes. 1 building i an old frame building 
poor heating arrangements and i wuld burn very quickly if a fire start 
only fir sscapes in operation 4 in parts of the building where 4 lire 
almost sure to start, making it y important t ave a useful ft esca 
the other side of the building. fo have eliminated this fire e: pe, as I 
reported, subsequently taking no action to reme iy the situatior ven after 
supplied with good material, is inexcusable. 


I think the Church Authorities should be informed, in n 
terms, that Mr. Card must comply with the D artment's instructions where they 
relate to the health and welfare of the children, as well as the care of the 
buildings, immediately. Failing this he should be replaced by someone willing 
assume ne responsibility to promptly com Jlete repairs for improvements where, 
the welfare of the children is concerned. —

With further reference to the matter of the account of 
Messrs. Steele & Lang, Limited, of Yorkton, for plumbing repairs at your 
school, and your letter of the lst instant enclosing a letter from the company 
in question dated the 22nd ultimo, I am still unable to forward the account 
to Ottawa with my certificate. 


In case you did not keep 2 copy of the letter from 
Messrs. Steele & Lang, I will quote therefrom:

1 man @ «70 per hour for 38 hours and 9 hours overt enn 
which is by no means the maximum for this labor. I algo 
charged 8 hours time for myself on my tw trips there. "\, 


I am sure you will see that it is impossible to 
reconcile this information with the figure $114.10. I am not sayin: that the 
charce is incorrect but we have to account for all of it on the voucher and 
not just a part of it. In another pert of the letter there is the following 
sentence: "It would take a matter of hours to give a description and catalogue 
number on each article but these are all standard fittings from the Crane 
catalogue, in most cases." 


I am aware that you have not had much experience previously 
in submitting an account for payment by our Branch and I assume that Messrs. 
Steele & Lang have not had much experience of that nature. I should point out 
for your information and guidansethat cheques in payment of accounts are not 
issued indiscriminately at Ottawa and all accounts paid are very completely 
analyzed at a later date. With this in mind I am not in a position to forward 
this acqount with my certificate in its present form as I have no means of 
checking’ I would suggest that,as you incurred the indebtedness without proper 
authority, you pay it from school funds. Then later, with the assistance of 
Mr. Kerley and the company concerned, yo hese an invoice prepared which will 
gatisfy the Department. Have the invoice receipted then submit a voucher in 
favour of the school for refund of the amount paid.

No. 383,and Indian Agent Kerley's letter to the Department dated January 23rd 
last. 


Aleo enclosed is e statement prepared by Messrs. Steele and Lang showing 
the details of the charge of $114.05 for labour. This statement now shows 
? hours overtime at $1.05 whereas the original account showed 9 hours overtime 
at the same rate. Apparently the number of hours of overtime was altered to 
more closely agree with the original amount shown for labour as $114.10. There 
is also a difference of .05¢ in the total charge for labour and I have amended 
the voucher accordingly from $456.88 to $456.83. 


There is no doubt that these repairs were very badly needed and notwith- 
standing the fact that Mr. Card engaged the services of the plumbers in a rather 
unusual manner I would now recommend that the account be paid as rendered. 


I am enclosing receipt for $10.40 and $8.56, as well as prepaid freicht 
bill for $2.67. With reference to that part of Department letter which refers 
to charge of $14.82 for two trips by car to the school this is for 148.2 mi at

Both the Principals of the two Residential Schools 
here have requested that the grant for the nightwathhman 
be made @ar the 10 month school year instead of for the 
seven winter months as at present. Owing to the fire hazard 
at these schools they have been keeping a man since the 
opening of the school year September lst and intend to keep 
him on until June 30th,1947. While they feel that the 
Department should pay for the full ten months they are 
prepared if necessary to pay for the remaining five months 
out of their per capita grant. They have also requested 
that the amount be raised from $40.00 per month to $60.00 
per month as at present it is impossible to secure suitable 
men for $40.00 per month. 


I consider these requests reasonable and recommend 
them for your consideration. Round Lake School is certainly 
& grave fire hazard and though the conditions at Cowessess 
School are better the risk is still considerable.
